Marin Co unty o fficials to day 
so ught to make a federal case 
o f an Independent-J o urnal re­ 
po rter’s disclo sure o f ho w easy 
it is to get fo o d stamps illegal­ 
ly . 


Reactio n to the repo rt Friday 
by repo rter Marlene Freedman 
•ranged fro m praise to hints that 
she and o thers co uld be pro se­ 
cuted fo r co nspiracy under fed­ 
eral law. 
Miss Freedman, masquerad­ 
ing as an unwed, unemplo y ed 
mo ther deserted by her bread- 
winning bo y friend, go t $6 4 
wo rth o f federal fo o d stamps 
after abo ut 20 minutes perfo rm­ 
ing in the o ffices o f the co unty ’s 
public so cial serv ices depart­ 
ment. 


The perfo rmance was an ex ­ 
periment to test repo rted lax ity 
in administering the fo o d stamp 
pro gram. 
Superv iso r Arno ld M. Bap­ 
tiste, reacting to day to the sto ­ 
ry , said any o ne who falsifies 
reco rds sho uld be pro secuted, 
whether a repo rter o r no t. He 
said he will bring the matter up 
at to mo rro w’s bo ard meeting to 
“ rev iew what o ccurred and ex ­ 
isting pro cedures” to check eli­ 
gibility . 
Hiring mo re inv estiga to rs 
might be “ spending $100,000 to 
lo p o ff $20,000 misspent,” he 
said.

Tanzanian 
Invaders 
'Routed' 


KAMPALA. Uganda (UPI>- 
Uganda said to day it had ro ut­ 
ed an inv ading fo rce o f 1,5 00- 
Ugandan ex iles fro m Tanzania 
and that its bo mbers had struck 
at their base in the neighbo ring 
co untry . 


A Dar-Es-Salaam dispa tch 
said o ne o f two planes believ ed 
to be Ugandan hit the Tanzani­ 
an to wn o f Buko v a o n Lake 
Victo ria 20 miles so uth o f the 
Uganda bo rder and that unco n­ 
firmed repo rts said fo ur per­ 
so ns were killed. 


A m ilita ry spo kesman in 
Kampala said Ugandan tanks, 
infantry and paratro o pers, sup­ 
po rted by its small air fo rce 
and nav y , had retaken three 
to wns o v errun by the inv aders 
Sunday night and driv en the 
attackers o ff fro m the adminis­ 
trativ e center o f Mbarara, 160 
miles so uthwest o f here. 
He said casualty figures by 
mid-day were 200 enemy tro o ps 
killed, including three identified 
as Israelis, with nine Ugandan 
so ldiers killed. 
In Dar-Es-Salaam, the capital 
o f Tanzania, an army so urce 
sa id 1,000 tro o ps had been 
mo v ed to the Ugandan bo rder 
with instructio ns no t to pro v o ke 
any incidents o r cro ss into 
Uganda. 


The Ugandan spo kesman said 
air fo rce planes had bo mbed 
enemy po sitio ns in the no rth­ 
west Tanzanian to wn o f Buko - 
ba, 20 miles so uth o f the Ugan­ 
da bo rder o n the sho res o f Lake 
Victo ria. 
All 
planes had re 
turned safely , lie said. 
Ugandan President Idi Amin, 
in his first public co mment 
to day o n the fighting, said Brit­ 
ain was planning to send tro o ps 
to Uganda to fight alo ngside the 
estimated 1,5 00 inv aders who he 
said cro ssed the bo rder fro m 
Tanzania early Sunday . 
The Fo reign Office in Lo ndo n 
denied the charge. 
Radio Uganda, which bro ad­ 
cast the president’s statement, 
to day said the inv aders had 
been identified as Ugandan ex ­ 
iles who fled the co untry when 
Amin depo sed Milto n Obo te as 
president 20 mo nths ago . 
Prev io usly the radio said the 
attackers were Tanzanians. 
The radio said o ne o f the 
main go als o f the inv asio n was 
to halt the ex pulsio n o f Asians 
fro m Uganda. But a go v ern­ 
ment spo kesman said the ex iled 
gro up, 
the 
first o f 
which 
reached Britain to day , were 
go ing ahead as scheduled. 
The Ugandan anno uncement 
said: “ The enemy tro o ps who 
are o n the retreat hav e been 
surro unded by the air and sea­ 
bo rne and Simba (Lio n) battal­ 
io ns.” The Simba battalio n is 
based at Mbarara. 
Uganda’s claim o f a Tanzani­ 
an inv asio n is the latest ro und 
o f the dispute which began 
when Idi Amin, a Uganda ma­ 
jo r general, o v erthrew Obo te in 
J anuary , 197 1, while Obo te was 
o ut o f the co untry . Obo te re­ 
turned to neighbo ring Tanzania 
and there has been a war o f 
wo rds fo r 20 mo nths. 
Many o f Obo te’s suppo rters 
also fled to Tanzania and there 
ha v e been repea ted cha rges 
that Tanzania was preparing 
so me so rt o f military actio n 
against Amin. There were nu­ 
mero us mino r bo rder clashes, 
and a new blo wup last mo nth 
when Aman claimed that all o f 
Lake Victo ria rightly belo nged 
to Uganda; Tanzania had al­ 
way s claimed part o f the lake. 
Tanzania has an air fo rce o f 
abo ut 5 00 men—but no planes. 
Uganda has an airfo rce o f 600 
men and 21 co mbat aircraft, 
including sev en MIG15 s and 
MIG17 s. Tanzania has so m e 
Chinese 
medium and light 
tanks and So v iet and Chinese 
field artillery ; Uganda has Bri­ 
tish medium tanks, sco ut cars 
and armo red perso nnel ca r­ 
riers. Tanzania’s to tal armed 
fo rce is repo rted at 11,100 and 
Uganda at 12,600. 
Tanzania, which includes the 
island o f Zanzibar, lies o n the 
East co ast o f Africa. To the 
no rth acro ss I,ake Victo ria lies 
the much smaller, landlo cked 
natio n o f Uganda. They hav e a 
narro w fro ntier west o f the lake 
altho ugh Keny a and the tiny 
state o f Rwanda separate mo st 
o f the two co untries.

Nixon Steps Up War 
Against Narcotics 


Stops Aid To Countries 
Protecting Traffickers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Terming the battle 
against drug abuse “ o ne o f the mo st urgent 
natio nal prio rities,” President Nix o n said to day he 
wo uld suspend all U.S. assistance to natio ns who se 
leaders pro tect narco tics traffickers. 


In an address to the Interna 
tio nal Narco tics Co ntro l Co nfer­ 
ence at the State Department, 
Nix o n ticked o ff steps his ad­ 
ministratio n had taken to crack 
do wn o n drug peddlers. 
He said mo re federally fund­ 
ed drug treatment facilities had 
been created in his administra­ 
tio n than in the 5 0 prev io us 
y ears, with help no w av ailable 
to 100.000 hero in addicts a y ear. 
This will be increased to a 
millio n per y ear if Co ngress 
appro v es his requests fo r funds, 
he said. 
The number o f arrests o f 
drug traffickers do ubled last 
y ear o v er the prev io us y ear, 
and recent sharp increases in 
hero in prices furnish ev idence 
o f the effectiv eness o f the 
crackdo wn, Nix o n said.

cla im ed 
to 
ha v e 


“ kno cked so me burea ucra tic 
heads to gether” to cut thro ugh 
red tape and eliminate intera­ 
gency riv alries, and pledged: 
“ We are go ing to keep the 
heat o n until these despicable 
pro fiteers in human misery are 
driv en o ut o f their hiding places 
and are put in priso n where 
they belo ng.” 
Nix o n’s declaratio n that he 
wo uld cut o ff bo th eco no mic 
and military assistance to co un­ 
tries no t co o perating in the 
campaign against drug traffic 
was the latest in a lo ng series 
o f steps he has anno unced in 
this area since taking o ffice. It 
also appeared to be at least 
partially a respo nse to Sen. 
Geo rge S. McGo v ern. 
McGo v ern, no ting that Nix o n 
was appearing befo re the nar­ 


co tics co ntro l meeting, accused 
the President o f turning his 
head to heav y drug trafficking 
fro m So utheast Asia. 
“ One-quarter to o ne-third o f 
the hero in entering the United 
States co mes fro m So utheast 
Asia,” the Demo cratic presi­ 
dential no minee said Sunday . 
“ ...The reaso n that Richard 
Nix o n has been unable to pre­ 
v ent this is that o ur allies in 
Lao s, Thailand and So uth Viet­ 
nam are inv o lv ed in the narco t­ 
ics trade. The administratio n 
do es no t crack do wn o n them 
because it needs air bases in 
Thailand, Lao mercenaries and 
Vietnamese so ldiers to fight its 
war.” 
In his speech, Nix o n said: 
“ The men and wo men who o p­ 
erate the glo bal hero in trade 
are a menace no t to Americans 
alo ne, but to all mankind. 
“ These peo ple are literally 
the slav e traders o f o ur time— 
they are traffickers in liv ing 
death. They must be hunted to 
the end o f the earth. They must 
be left no base in any natio n fo r 
their o peratio ns. 
“ They must be permitted no t 
a single hiding place o r refuge 
fro m justice any where in the 
wo rld.”

Of that, ro ughly $1.5 millio n 
was fo r salaries and the re­ 
m a ining a ppro x im a tely half 
millio n do llars went fo r perso n­ 
al ex penses o f legislato rs. 


The lawmakers are no w' o n 
v acatio n and will return No v . 8 , 
but 
during the first eight 
mo nths o f 197 2, the ty pical as­ 
sembly man and senato rs re­ 
ceiv ed abo ut $18 ,5 00. 
Legislato r’s base pay to date 
is $12,8 00. Any thing o v er that is 
ex pense mo ney to date. 
Assem bly m a n W illiam T. 
Bagley , R-San Rafael, was list­ 
ed in the salary and ex pense 
reco rds o f Flo urno y as the Leg­ 
islature’s biggest spender at 
$21,324. Assem bly m a n Flo y d 
Wakefield, R-So uth Gate, was 
reco rded as the smallest o f the 
full-term lawmakers at $17 .115 . 
Senato r Peter II. Behr, R-San 
Rafael, o ccupied middle gro und 
between Sen. J ames D. Mills, 
D-San Diego , with $20,116 in 
salary and ex penses and least 
ex pensiv e Sen. H. L. Richard­ 
so n, R-Arcadia, at $17 ,200. 
Califo rnia la w m a kers are 


paid $19,200 a y ear in salaries, 
the highest in the natio n. Addi­ 
tio nally , they receiv e $30 a day , 
tax free, fo r ex penses while the 
Legislature is in sessio n o r 
while they are o n o fficial busi­ 
ness. 
They also are entitled to late 
mo del auto mo biles leased by 
the state, rent-free o fficespace, 
an o ffice staff and unlimited 
use o f o il co mpany credit cards. 
The reco rds sho w that fro m 
J anuary thro ugh August, the 8 0- 
member Assembly spent $1.31 
millio n fo r salary and ex penses 
while the 40-member Senate 
spent $7 23,368 . 
The v irtually y ear-ro und 197 1 
sessio n co st $3.4 millio n fo r 
lawmaker salaries and ex pen­ 
ses. 
Officially autho rized trav el, 
appro v ed by Assembly Speaker 
Bo b Mo retti, D-Van Nuy s, and 
the Senate Rules Co mmittee, 
acco unted fo r a majo r share o f 
the to tal. 
Fo r ex ample, Bagley , chair­ 
man o f the Assembly Welfare 
Co mmittee and a clo se friend o f

He 
predicted Nix on would nev er 
come to Logan County unless 
he “ drops in from a helicopter” 
and characterized the President 
as sitting out the campaign 
without ev en telling the v oters 
what his name is. 
“ They call it the Committee 
to Re-elect the President,” he 
said. “ He doesn’t ev en tell us 
what his name is. If my name 
were Nix on I’d keep it a secret 
too.” 
McGov ern charged Nix on in 
1968 promised fiv e million new 
jobs, but instead through his 
economic policies had taken 


away the jobs of two million. 
He said it was “ an insult” to 
unemploy ed West Virginians 
who take pride in hard honest 
work “ to talk about them in 
cold and scoffing terms.” 
Nearly 4,9 00 local leaders at­ 
tended the union conv ention 
that began today , and will run 
for the rest of the week. 
Union President I. W. Abel, 
one of those who led the fight 
against giv ing AFL-CIO support 
to McGov ern in his campaign 
for the presidency , said the 
issue would be thrashed out in 
full at the conv ention, but pre­ 
dicted the union would stand 
firm in fav or of “ neutrality .” 
Former President Ly ndon B. 
J ohnson said America must lis­ 
ten to its y oung and be willing 
to accept change if it is to 
remain great, It was his first 
public speech since his heart 
attack last Marsh. 
“ This nation came into being 
because 
people 
wanted 
change,” J ohnson told 1,8 00 
persons at ceremonies marking 
the 75th anniv ersary of Scott 
and White Hospital in Temple. 


He is a former trustee of the 
hospital. 
“ The most lightening thing 
that could happen to us today 
would be for us to close our 
ey es to new idea and close our 
ears to those —particularly the 
y oung —in whom we hav e in­ 
v ested so much hope and effort 
through the y ears of our ex ist­ 
ence, and who are try ing to tell 
us how they would go about 
perfecting the v isions of Ameri­ 
ca the beautiful, America the 
just, America the land of the 
free and the home of the 
brav e,” J ohnson said.

Might Apply To Politicians 


(Rep rin ted fro m 
Stan fo rd Un iv ersity 's .Scho o l Mathe­ 
matics Stu dy Gro u p (SMSG) will so o n 
disban d after a su ccessfu l, altho u gh o ften 
co n tro v ersial, 14 -y ear effo rt to make 
math a better u n dersto o d lan gu age. 
The fin al lesso n o ffered by the SMSG 
p ro fesso rs is that it is p o ssible to en d a 
p ro gram after it has serv ed its p u rp o se 
— so methin g man y go v ern men t o fficials 
seemin gly hav en ’t disco v ered. Bu t the 
p ro fesso rs also learn ed a lesso n o r two 
themselv es. 
SMSG was o n e o f the p ro du cts o f 
America’s p o st-Sp u tn ik driv e to bro aden 
an d imp ro v e elemen tary an d seco n dary 
edu catio n , p articu larly in math an d the 
scien ces. The driv e, sp earheaded by a 
n u mber o f fo rward-lo o kin g u n iv ersity 
p ro fesso rs, receiv ed federal backin g 
thro u gh the Natio n al Scien ce Fo u n datio n . 


THE SMSG p lay ed a large ro le in 
p ro mu lgatin g the “New Math” which 
n o w is p art o f scho o l cu rricu lu ms 
thro u gho u t the co u n try . A n ew gen eratio n 
o f stu den ts can than k the gro u p fo r 
aidin g their u n derstan din g o f a su bject 
u su ally regarded as “difficu lt.” 
The trick was tu rn ed p artly by in ject­ 
in g mo re o f the “why ” o f mathematics 
in to early train in g in p lace o f ro te an d 
drill. A gro u n din g in theo ry o ffered a

relatio n ship s mathematics describes. 
Bu t so me o f the early effo rts in the 
New Math lean ed to o far to wards theo ry , 
so me o f the p io n eers n o w' co n cede. As 
cu rricu lu ms made greater u se o f materi­ 
als that discu ssed “set theo ry ” an d o ther 
co n cep ts, creato rs disco v ered taht in 
so me scho o ls stu den ts w'ere n o t learn in g 
the basic co mp u tatio n al skills that they 
wo u ld n eed later in life fo r, say , fillin g 
o u t their in co me tax fo rms. 


TO THE CREDIT o f the edu cato rs, 
they stru ck a balan ce between the n ew 
“why ” an d the o ld “ho w” o f mathemat­ 
ics. As a resu lt, mo st scho o l y o u n gsters 
to day p ro bably are better gro u n ded in 
mathematics than were the scho o l y o u n g­ 
sters o f 20 y ears ago . They hav e so me 
u n derstan din g o f su ch abstractio n s as 
p o in ts in sp ace an d they also can make 
chan ge fro m a do llar bill if the n eed 
arises. 
There may be a bro ader lesso n to be 
learn ed in the New Math ex p erien ce by 
tho se same p o litical o fficials we were 
talkin g abo u t earlier. We seem to hear a 
lo t o f ideas these day s that are ex p ressed 
in abstract terms — abo u t in co me redis­ 
tribu tio n , tax refo rm an d the like. This is 
an era o f so cial fermen t, o f co u rse, an d 
theo ries an d abstractio n s are the p aren ts 
o f su bstan tiv e chan ge. 
Bu t so mewhere alo n g the lin e, we all 
will hav e to learn the lesso n the mathe­ 
matician s learn ed. Qu estio n s o f “why ” 
.imp ro v e in terest an d u n derstan din g o f a 
su bject, bu t it has n o t been fu lly grasp ed 
u n til there is also a co n cep t o f “ho w.”

Excursions Into Psychohistory 
Lead Up Some Strange Trails 


James David Barber is a 
“ psychohistorian.” 


And what, you may well ask, 
is “ psychohistory” ? What in 
the name of Clio, the muse of 
history, does a psychohistorian 
do? 
In Professor Barber’s case, 
he teaches political science at 
Yale and writes books with 
titles like “ The Presidential 
Character: Predicting Perform­ 
ance in the White House.” 


PROFESSOR BA RBER is 
firmly convinced that a politi­ 
cian's “ character, world view, 
and style fit together in a dy­ 
namic package understandable 
in psychological terms.” The 
Barber scale is based on two 
sets of variables. A President is 
either “ active” or “ passive,” 
positive” or “ negative” — or, 
of course, a combination of 
both. 
Thus Lyndon Johnson was an 
“ active” President (“ a human 
cyclone,” Professor Barber 
writes with awe). Calvin Cool- 
idge, who slept 11 hours a night 
and then might take a nap in 
the afternoon for good measure, 
was — surprise! — a “ passive” 
President by the Barber indica­ 
tor. But — here it gets tricky — 
President Johnson tests out as 
•negative” as Coolidge with 
Barber. Meaning: Though he 
whirled like a Texas tornado, 
he got small pleasure from it. 
All of which leads a psycho­ 
historian to a definition of a 
“ passive-negative” President: 
“ someone who does little in 
politics and enjoys it less.” But 
lest the reader assume this to 
be Barber’s dumping grounds 
for the very worst, George 
Washington, he will have you 
know, was a “ passive-nega­ 
tive.” , 


PROFESSOR BARBER has a 
number of shrewd things to 
say. For instance: “ A great 
deal of politics is about paying 
attention. The name of the 
game for many politicians is 
not so much ‘Do this, do that’ 
as it is ‘Look here!” He may 
even be correct to argue: “ A 
President’s fundamental self­ 
esteem is his prime personal 
resource; to defend and ad­ 
vance that, he will sacrifice 
much else.” 
As a parlor game, psychohis­ 
tory has its charms. But taken 
too seriously its categories can 
be bizarrely misleading. After 
all. what do George Washington 
and Calvin Coolidge — two 
“ passive-negatives” — have in 
common? Furthermore, to as­ 
sume that one can predict per­ 
formance on the basis of these 
world-play diagnoses seems 
downright dangerous. 
Psychohistorv is hardly new. 
A World War II example has 
just surfaced, perhaps as a 
cautionary companion volume 
to Barber’s thesis. “ The Mind 
of Hitler” was originally a se­ 
cret report, written in 1943 by a 
psychiatrist named Walter C. 
Langer as an assignment for 
the Office of Strategic Services. 


DR. LANGER, like Professor 
Barber 
like all psychohistori­ 
ans — was looking for the 
Open-Sesame key: “ the things 
that make Hitler tick.” Politi­ 
cians may not be predictable, 
but psychiatrists, alas, often 
are. Dr. linger discovers, pre­ 
dictably, a harsh father, a pro­ 
tective mother, and the obliga­ 
tory sexual aberration. 
Complexes — from Oedipal to 
messiah — richly abound. 
How would Hitler score on 
the Barber scale? He was often 
“ passive” and “ negative.” Ter­ 
rible working habits. Rarely on 
time. Spent his nights watching 
double-feature movies and 
newsreels. 
He was a compulsive eater: 
first breakfast at 7, second at 9. 
His “ adjustment to people” was 
“ very poor’’. Frequently he 
was depressed, indecisive, and 
given to temper tantrums. iDr. 
Langer believes he really rolled 
on the floor, really chewed car­ 
pets.) In addition, he was 
messy. 
Would you buy a used Volks­ 
wagen from this man? And yet 
ironically, tragically, he had 
what Professor Barber regards 
as the sine qua non of a suc­ 
cessful politician: the “ Power 
to persuade.” 


PSYCHOHISTORIANS are 
nothing if not pragmatic. 
Dr. Langer calls Hitler “ a 
neurotic psychopath bordering 
on schizophrenia.” His summa­ 
ry is a staggering understate­ 
ment of clinical caution. Hitler, 
he writes, “ lacks adequate inhi­ 
bitions.” 
In the presence of the enormi­ 
ties of 20th-century history, 
what do the sophisticated labels 
of psychohistorians tell us that 
we don’t shudderingly — know 
already? By their technical pre­ 
tentions. do they give us false 
hopes for simple solutions to 
problems of good and evil? 
These are questions with no 
simple answers themselves. 
But certainly diagnosers need 
their own diagnosis. 
A final question: Should ev­ 
eryone become a psycho voter 
in November, debating whether 
to vote for Nixon because a 
McGovern relative is rumored 
to have had a drinking prob­ 
lem? Or vote for McGovern 
because Nixon is said to have 
had a “ traumatic” experience 
as a child, bumping his head on 
the wheel of a wagon? Risky 
business, especially if one con­ 
siders that a psvehohistorian 
would probably classify Abra­ 
ham Lincoln as a “ depressive 
personality” today. 
“ Personality” is such a para­ 
lyzing term, with its implica­ 
tions of a pattern hardened 
forever in early childhood. 
“ Character” still seems a more 
human, a more generous word 
— the word of philosophies, 
religions, and the best works of 
art. Character, according to 
one definition, is the sum total 
of a man’s moral choices. A 
voter — even a psychohistorian 
— can vote for that.

Chines e 
Turn To 
Petroleum 


PEKING (UPI)—Four years 
ago a few hundred petrochemi­ 
cal workers moved into two 
farming valleys at the base of 
scenic Cat Mountain, 50 kilome­ 
ters south of Peking, to build a. 
model oil refinery. 
Today, from a maze of fuel 
pipes along the ridges, dozens 
of giant distilling and catalytic 
tanks and spotless pumping 
rooms, 2.5 million tons of petro­ 
leum 
products 
are 
being 
produced annually. They range 
from heavy fuel oil to nonlead­ 
ed gasoline for the cars of the 
country. 
A few thousand yards away, 
goldfish swim in a pool of 
recycled water from the refin­ 
ery which now has 13,000 work­ 
ers and still is busy with new 
construction. The same purified 
water irrigates a small rice plot 
and feeds a pond for Peking 
ducks. 
It is not the largest oil refin­ 
ery in China but it is a show- 
place and Peng Shu-chen, one 
of the Army men who run the 
Peking Petrochemical Plant, 
points to “ guest apartments" 
under construction for visitors. 
The oil refinery has been 
completed. Two sections of the 
chemical plant are done. Work 
is proceeding on another chemi­ 
cal plant, power stations, three 
de-pollution plants and living 
quarters for the workers, some 
of whom are the peasants who 
once farmed the valleys. 
Schools and stores are being 
built in the complex which 
spreads over more than 900 
acres, an “ instant town” in the 
countryside. 
Peng says other refineries in 
the country are being modern­ 
ized with emphasis on recycling 
the water and other waste and 
ending the customary practice 
of dumping pollutants into the 
streams. 
“ We do not want to harm the 
people’s health,” he says proud­ 
ly in taking visitors through the 
water recycling area of the 
plant. Water is separated from 
the refined oil, pumped into the 
large tanks of the recycling 
area and then, through three 
steps, is stripped of sulphur, oil 
and phenol. A series of flotation 
tanks is used, each removing 
globs of oil; chemicals are add­ 
ed and the water is filtered step 
by step. 
Peng says 600 tons of water 
are purified each hour. 
Experiments also are under­ 
way in a small laboratory on 
using the cleansed water for 
human consumption. 
One of the advantages of the 
purified water, Peng says, is

$25. All eight levels of pay at 
the plant were increased during 
the summer, along with other 
industries in the country. 
“ We still have many short­ 
comings in the production of 
petroleum,” Peng says. “ Our 
technology in some aspects is 
not up-to-date. We have much 
to do.” 
China’s prim ary energy 
source is coal, with the country 


ranking third behind the United 
States and the Soviet Union in 
coal reserves. 


Western sources estimate the 
country was producing 18 mil­ 
lion tons of petroleum in 1970 
with the discovery in the ’60s of 
large new oil fields in Ta-ch’ing 
and elsewhere. This is about 
the same production as Mexico 
and the equivalent of two weeks 
supply in the United States.

Q. I have read many opin­ 
ions that the market will 
reach 1000 this year or next. 
In your calculated opinion 
what do you see ahead for the 
stock market?—V.R. 
A. The market — as mea­ 
sured by the Dow Industrial 
Average — has struggled for 
some time to push through the 
upper 900s into the much touted 
1000 area. While conditions ap­ 
pear ripe at this time for the 
final leap, any number of unex­ 
pected events could forestall 
the move. However, favoring a 
breakthrough is the long-term 
base in the Dow average be­ 
tween the 910-980 region. Tech­ 
nical analysts see this as pro­ 
viding a firm platform for an 
upmove. Fundamentalists cite 
the healthy business climate. 
The recent acceleration of the 
growth rate in factory invento-

ries signifies a more bullish 
outlook by businessmen. Fur­ 
ther. machine tool companies 
have reported sharp increases 
in orders — long considered a 
leading indicator of an upsurg­ 
ing economy. Although allow­ 
ances must be made for possi­ 
ble nearby, corrections, the 
outlook for the market is favor­ 
able. 
With this in view, the shorter- 
term investor may well consi­ 
der the advantages of cyclical 
rather than growth stocks at 
this time. The latter have been 
bid up over a period of years 
and are sporting P/E multiples 
that discount growth several 
years' out. On the other hand, 
cyclicals have been largely ig­ 
nored and carry multiples in 
the 10-to-20 area.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPD-A 
cargo jet that skidded off a 
runway during takeoff, was 
pulled from San Francisco Bay 
Sunday night and moved to a 
hangar for repair. 
The Boeing 707, ow'ned by 
Trans World Airlines, broke in 
two when it careened into the 
mud and w’ater of the bay 
Wednesday with a load of per­ 
ishables aboard. The three 
crewmen escaped injury. 
Fuel had to be pumped from 
the craft and 87,000 pounds of 
cargo removed before two giant 
cranes lifted the front section 
back onto the runway. The 
main fuselage was put on a 
barge for transfer to land to­ 
day. 


Assessed valuation of com­ 
mercial property in old San 
Rafael rose only 3 per cent per 
year from 1968 through last 
fiscal year.

Virtually all the commercial 
property in old San Rafael — 
the portion of the city soth of 
Puerto Suello Hill — is within 
the area proposed for redevel­ 
opment by the San Rafael City 
Council. 


• Old .San Rafael's multiple res­ 
idential property — a majority 
of which also is within the 
proposed redevelopment area 
— rose in assessed valuation 
since 1968 at an average rate of 
5.9 per cent per year, compared 
with county-wide average for. 
such property of 8.7 per cent, 
Broemmel reported. Most of 
the apartment property is in 
the East San Rafael portion of 
the proposed redevelopment 
area. 
Some spots within the area 
proposed for redevelopment 
have been experiencing rapid 
increase in valuation through 


new construction, however. 
Broemmel cited a section 
around Jacoby Street in East 
San Rafael which increases 
from $934,000 four years ago to 
$1,534,000 last year. 


The assessor noted that the 
area proposed for redevelop­ 
ment is approximately 65 per 
cent commercial and 35 per 
cent multiple residential. He 
said it totals just under half of 
the city's assessed valuation. 
The declining status of San 
Rafael’s 
downtowm-Francisco 
Boulevard commercial district 
is reflected in another statistic 
cited by Broemmel: In 1938 San

She Will Wield 
A Strong Gavel

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
On a shelf near her desk, a 
hook stands ou t among the oth­ 
er titles. ‘Techniq u e de la Rev ­ 
olu tion,” it is called, and one 
assu m es it deals with the 
armed kind. Mrs. Jeanne Mar­ 
tin Cisse created a rev olu tion of 
her own recently , disarmingly 
if y ou like. 


As the new permanent repre­ 
sentativ e to the U.N. from the 
Repu b lic of Gu inea, a post of 
amb assadorial rank, .she b e­ 
came the first woman to b e her 
cou ntry ’s resident representa­ 
tiv e on the Secu rity Cou ncil. 
(Gu inea b egan a two-y ear term 
in one of the 10 nonpermanent 
seats on the Secu rity Cou ncil of 
Jan. 1 of this y ear.) 


Many women hav e .serv ed on 
U.N. delegations to the General 
Assemb ly . The Secu rity Cou ncil 
presidency , howev er, is consid­ 
ered more political and giv es 
scope for maneu v ering possib il­ 
ities, depending u pon accu mu ­ 
lated skill or talent for the job .

Mrs. Cisse will wield a strong 
gav el when her time comes to 
preside ov er the 1 5-nation Se­ 
cu rity Cou ncil, where the prin­ 
cipal of rotation gov erns.

Her presence here at the 
U.N., she b eliev es, reflects her 
long ex perience first in regional 
w om an’s organizations, then 
national, and now continent 
wide. 
‘‘I think I will pu sh b ehind 
the 
scenes; 
I hav e m any 
ideas,” she said. 
‘‘Inju stice was nev er accepta­ 
b le to me,” she emphasized in 
an interv iew. ‘‘I come from 
Kankan, u p cou ntry , with some 
b ou ndary with the Iv ory Coast 
and not far from Mali. My 
mother is a mid-wife and my 
father is a doctor. He went to 
the federal school for West Afri­ 
cans in Dakar.” 


SHE IS PROUD of her Mal- 
inke b ackgrou nd. Her ancestors 
ru led the great 1 3-th centu ry 
Mali Empire, which at its apo­ 
gee cou ld b oast one of the most 
enlightened ru lers of its day . Its 
ancient frontiers, which some 
say rou ghly approx im atethe 
French colonial administrativ e 
u nit of the Repu b lic of Mali, 
inclu ded part of Gu inea, Sene­ 
gal, the Gamb ia, part of Niger, 
and a sliv er of Upper Volta. 
‘‘Since independence we are 
org a niz ing along nontrib a l 
lines,” Mrs. Cisse said. Pride in 
her past and inju stice in the not 
too distant past she recou nts 
with a sweet ferocity : 
“ In colonial times there was 
only one federal school for eight 
or 12 African cou ntries. If there 
were two children in a fmaily :6a 
b oy and a girl, the b oy wou ld go 
to school. . . I was v ery lu cky . 


“I DO.N’T discriminate to­ 
day ,” .she continu ed with a 
lau gh. “ I hav e three b oy s and 
three girls. All are in school, 
the girls in .secondary schools, 
the b oy s are attending u niv ersi­ 
ties.” 
As a .stu dent, Mrs. Cis.se went 
to the federal school in Dakar, 
and then to the Ecole Normale 
for teacher training. This was 
in 1 950-57 . 
“ Edu cational opportu nity , 
ev en if limited, was the mo.st 
positiv e aspect of colonialism,” 
she said. “ It was good for 
b u ilding u nderstanding and co­ 
operating . . .” Retu rning home 
to Gu inea,'.she b egan teaching; 
later she b ecame head of a 
school. 
“ It was not easy ; the power 
sy stem was against u s,” she 
recalled. “ There were heav y 
sentences for political activ ity . 
I wa.sn’t afraid, only now I 
realize how dangerou s it was. If 
I was late to school I wou ld 
hav e to pu t in more work; they 
knew I was activ e.” She later 
fou nded the teachers u nion. 
In New York withou t most of 
her family for the moment (her 
hu sb and is gov ernor of the Mali 
region of Gu inea), she ex ­ 
pressed her personal feelings 
toward her new post. Flashing 
a smile, she said, “Ou i et Non.” 
and ex plained, “ If I hav e 
friends, y es, . . . b u t my apart­ 
ment is empty .”

Washington is watching v ery 
closely to see what retail stores 
do ab ou t lowering the price of 
b eef, Virginia Knau er, Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s special assistant 
for con.su mer affairs, told a 
Marin au dience y esterday . 
“Carcass b eef is at its lowest 
wholesale price in 10 months. 
Redu ctions in retail price are 
b eginning to b e apparent. We 
hear that redu ctions of 10 to 20 
cents a pou nd are in effect, b u t 
I’m not su re here locally ,” she 
said. 
There are alway s seasonal 
flu ctu ations, she added. She 
said that President Nix on’s lim­ 
iting of import restrictions of 
meat affects only commercial 
b eef — that “u sed for hamb u rg­ 
ers and hotdogs.” 


“WE‘RE EATING dou b le the 
amou nt of meat that we did 20 
y ears ago, b u t it still takes two 
y ears to tu rn a calf into a 
steak. There are 13 per cent 
more cattle in feed lots now and 
we eel prices will stab ilize. 
“Of cou r.se, pork ru shes u p 
and down,” she added. 
She said that the Cost of 
Liv ing Cou ncil’s telegram to 
retail chains to pass on redu c­ 
tions to the consu mers last Feb ­ 
ru ary has helped, and that the 
telegram .stated that if retailers 
didn’t b ring meat prices down, 
the cou ncil “ wou ld tie it in 
more closely with wholesale 
prices.” 
• Mrs. Knau er participated in 
the Consu mer Edu cation For­ 
u m at the Marin Veterans Me­ 
morial Bu ilding in San Rafael 
sponsored b y the Marin Repu b ­ 
lican Cou ncil. Dressed in red, 
white and b lu e, she came not to 
talk ab ou t the high cost of b eef, 
b u t the track record of the 
A dm inistration on consu m er 
prob lems. Say ing that Congress 
has stalled President Nix on’s 
recommendations on consu mer 
legislation, she describ ed ac­ 
tions of the Office of Consu mer 
Affairs which she directs from 
Washington D.C. 
“The President asked me to 
open u p dialogu e with b u siness 
and indu stry on consu mer prob ­ 
lems, so we fou nd a good short­ 
cu t,” Mrs. Knau er said. Ford 
Motor Co.’s annou ncement last 
Monday of its new nationwide 
au to repair gu arantee was an 
ex a mp le. It wa s the first to he 
initiated on a national b asis, 
she .said. 


MRS. KNAUER and two oth­ 


er panel speakers agreed that 
consu mer edu cation shou ld b e 
integrated 
into the pu b lic 
schools cu rricu lu m. One, John 
T. Kehoe, director of the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Consu mer 
Affairs, recommended that con­ 
su mer edu cation go into ev ery 
pu b lic school grade. He also 
annou nced that prob lems of 
.senior citizens were to receiv e 
nw emphasis b y his state con­ 
su mer office. 
Joseph Barish of Belv edere, 
chairm an of the Gov ernor’s 
Consu mer Adv isory Cou ncil, 
su ggested that b ringing in per- 
.sons from nearb y financial in­ 
stitu tions and large stores to 
discu ss pu rchasing, credit and 
related 
m atters with high 
school stu dents “for ev en a few 
hou rs” wou ld b e b eneficial and 
co.st the edu cation b u dget not­ 
ing, which drew applau se from 
the sparse au dience. 


All speakers, inclu ding As- 
.semb ly man William T. Bagley 
and William D. Lee, director of 
the National Bu siness Cou ncil 
for Consu mer Affairs in Wash­ 
ington, D.C., stressed the need 
for general consu mer edu ca­ 
tion. 
.Joshu a Thomas of the Marin 
Cou nty District Attorney ’s of­ 
fice said that the office was 


opening a consu mer frau d de­ 
partment. 


IN AN INTERVIEW Mrs. 
Knau er ticked off the three 
hottest topics on which people 
write letters to her office: au to­ 
mob ile, credit and appliance 
prob lems. 
“When I first went to Wash­ 
ington I was hou nded 
ab ou t 
appliances — the high costs 
and 
the b reakdow ns,” she said, 
“Now’ it has dropped to nu mb er 
three.” 
She credited v olu ntary action 
b y indu stry , which dev eloped a 
complaint sy stem of its own, 
for allev iating appliances as the 
top complaint to her office. 
Now people are annoy ed 
ab ou t au tomob ile serv icing, 
complaining ab ou t the high cost 
of repairs, the time it takes and 
the u nnecessary repairs made. 
“Any thing ab ou t a car ou t­ 
rages people if it goes wrong,” 
she said. 
Mrs. Knau er cited Califor­ 
nia’s new au to repair licensing 
law as an ex periment drawing 
the ey es of the other 4 9 states to 
see if it has su ccess here. 
“It may b e the first step in 
that indu stry . Now if they don’t 
deliv er, they cou ld lose their 
license,” she said of au to repair 
firms in California.

starting the engine, do n’t race 
it — that just po urs gaso line 
into the carbureto r and y o u get 
no thing in return. And, if the 
engine is co ld, racing it befo re 
the o il has a chance to circulate 
freely causes ex cessiv e wear o n 
engine parts —• sho rtening their 
life co nsiderably . 


ALSO, CONTRARY to the 
co mmo n o pinio n that it’s a go o d 
idea to warm up the engine fo r 
5 to 10 minutes befo re driv ing it 
during co ld winter day s — this 
is no t a pro per habit. An idling 
engine do es v ery little wo rk, 
wastes gaso line and can cause 
harmful co rro siv e co ndensa­ 
tio n. Taking o ff slo wly after 
starting the engine and driv ing 
at mo derate speed fo r the first 
mile o r two actually warms the 
engine faster and mo re pro p­ 
erly . 
Alway s accelerate smo o thly 
as if there was an egg between 
y o ur fo o t and the gas pedal. 
This will help y o u sav e o n 
ga.so line and at the same time 
will help y o u reduce wear o n 
y o ur rear tires. It will also 
increase the life o f y o ur trans­ 
missio n by prev enting o v er­ 
heating o f the transmissio n flu­ 
id — a serio us co nditio n.

WASHINGTON — The federal go v ernment 
is preparing to issu e safety standards fo r 
bicy cles later this fall.

Acco rding to the Natio nal Safety Co u ncil, 
co llisio ns between bikes and cars kill abo u t 
850 peo ple and inju re 4 0,000 mo re each y ear. 
The U.S. Pu blic Health Serv ice pu ts the to tal 
nu mber o f bicy cle inju ries clo se 
to 1 millio n a y ear. 
Mo st o f the v ictim s are 
y o u ngsters, and mo st o f the 
inju ries inv o lv e high-rise v ehi­ 
cles which hav e beco me po pu ­ 
lar in recent y ears. 
A 197 0 stu dy by the Safety 
Co u ncil sho wed that high-rise 
bikes are inv o lv ed in mo re than 
half the accidents tho u gh su ch 
bikes acco u nt fo r less than half 
the bicy cles in u se. A go v ern­ 
ment su rv ey o f 166 bike inju ries 
sho wed 92 inv o lv ing high-rise 
v ehicles and 4 2 inv o lv ing stan­ 
dard o nes.

BUT THE standards are v o l­ 
u ntary and do no t go v ery far. 
Amo ng their requ irements are 
reflecto rized pedals, fro nt and 
rear reflecto rs, gear shifts as 
far fo rward as po ssible and 
bo th wheels o f the same diame­ 
ter. 
The Bu reau o f Pro du ct Safety 
plans to ado pt these standards 
plu s o thers. The o thers wo u ld 
ban the “sissy bar,” requ ire 
lo wer seat po sts, no n-slip pe­ 
dals and side reflecto rs. Also 
u nder co nsideratio n is elimina­ 
tio n o f fro nt-wheel hand brakes 
fo r the smallest y o u ngsters. 
Go v ernment o fficials hav e ar­ 
ranged a meeting with manu ­ 
factu rers in Octo ber. Federal 
standards may be issu ed sho rt­ 
ly afterward fo r co mment by 
any interested perso ns. 
Neither go v ernment no r in­ 
du stry standards, ho wev er, can 
su bstitu te fo r pro per training 
and cau tio n in the u se o f bicy ­ 
cles. Parents can do mu ch to 
redu ce accidents and inju ries 
by co nsidering safety featu res 
when bu y ing bikes and by help­ 
ing to train and edu cate y o u ng­ 
sters in the u se o f them. 
So me simply adju stments can 
eliminate so me o f the hazards 
o n ex isting bicy cles which do 
no t meet present o r pro po sed 
safety standards.

Decisive Craftsmanship 
In Marin Faculty Show 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
Decisive craftsmanship and 
incisive attitudes are character­ 
istic of most of the work in the 
current Faculty Show at the 
College of Marin Fine Arts Gal­ 
lery. 
Introspection is the subject of 
Barrie McDowell’s pair of 
sculptures, the smaller a foot- 
long polished chrome object. 
And newcomer Eric Stoelting’s 
exquisite pencil drawing titled 
“ Mitral Valve Replacement” is 
a close-up section of open-heart 
surgery. 
This artist also has an ink 
drawing in a triangular frame 
of an anthropoid, showing the 
nine progressive stages de­ 
scribed in his title: “ Fear-an- 
ger Continuum, Stump-tail Ma­ 
caque.” 
Another new faculty member, 
Richard Wold, presents a print 
of a hyperactive, potentially 
violent youngster in “ Eric the 
Foo.” 
Introspection in the Renais­ 
sance visual sense is brought 
out in two oil paintings of his 
contemporaries by Bart Jones, 
while “The Hand of Buddha,” a 
painted terra cotta sculpture by 
Ross Curtis, turns eastward. 
And Gil Wheat’s “ untitled” 
acrylic painting in soft pinks, 
browns and greys, with its 
scratchy surfaces and centrally 
clustered shape, is like an inte­ 
rior landscape with dream writ- 
ing. 
Alton Raible’s “Self Portrait” 
drawing finds him ensconced in 
a crumpled and floating paper 
bag, and Martin Stoelzel’s me­ 
ticulous figure paintings carry 
judgmental connotations in his 
titles: “ Cathedral of the Ab­ 
surd, Patron’s Main Altar,” 
and “ White Cargo.” 
A bizarre situation is project­ 
ed by Alonso Gonzalez, who 
attaches a real zipper and mes­ 
sage tag to a model’s stomach, 
in his oil painting: “ Painless 
Childbirth.” 
Other thought-provoking 
works are several massive stee.1 
sculptures by Farhad Moezzi; 
“ Blood Boy” in bronze by Rick 
Hall; Alan Widenhofer’s stone­ 
ware “ Tree Fountain” ; Rich­ 
ard Miller’s ink drawing, “ Be­ 
fore You Know It,” and Tron 
Byke’s circular “ Path L ” 
Conceptual art is presented 
by Richard Marquis in the form 
of a graniteware coffee pot with 
conic sections marked off, and 
by Tom Meisenheimer in a 
graphic describing the process 
of human anatomical dissec­ 
tion. And photographer Ed 
Douglas improvises an unlikely 
happening between Smokey 
theBear and an old blue Ford. 
Rounding out the faculty ex-

As many questions about Ma­ 
rin's growth were raised as 
answered Saturday at a confer­ 
ence arranged by Marin Alter­ 
native at Dominican College in 
San Rafael.

Can population growth be 
limited by law? What health 
services are affected by 
growth? How can the demand 
for open space be resolved 
along with the need for housing 
for all income groups? What 
should the priorities be for 
transportation needs of local 
and commute traffic? What are 
the implications of reclaiming 
and recycling waste water? 
Amid objections of vague­ 
ness, several resolutions were 
adopted for consideration by 
the steering committee of Ma­ 
rin Alternative. 
They included: that the Ma­ 
rin Transit District place top 
priority, on a free, public intra­ 
county transportation system; 
that all expansion of water and 
sewage systems be subjected to 
vote until a master plan is 
adopted and that a countywide 
health information and referral 
service be established. 
Dr. Donald Watson of Liver­ 
more, chairman of the Clean 
Air Coordinating Committee, 
luncheon speaker, outlined his 
group’s successful campaign to 
limit growth in the Livermore- 
Amador Valley. 
He said voters in the 100- 
square-mile area recently pass­ 
ed an initiative preventing the 
issuance of building permits for 
new subdivisions if they con­ 
tribute either to overcrowded 
schools, overburdened sewage 
facilities or water shortages.

consideration in any general 
plan that is adopted. 
I)r. Jay Martin Anderson, a 
member of a two-year research 
project on the limits of growth 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, said all evidence 
indicates that on a global scale, 
the death rate will overtake the 
birth rate .sometime in the next 
century. 
Presenting slides of technical 
graphs, he said that even if 
pollution were to be controlled 
immediately and agricultural 
productivity substantially in­ 
creased that the long-range ef­ 
fects of pollution were already 
under way. 
“ Up until a few years aog,” 
he said, “ I thought science and 
technology could solve all prob­ 
lems.” 
In response to questions, he 
said critical limitation of re­ 
sources could very well lead to 
international warfare.

Federal Case Sought By Some 
Over Story On Food Stamps 


M arin County officials today 
sought to m ake a federal case 
of an Independent-Journal re­ 
porter’s disclosure of how easy 
it is to get food stam ps illegal­ 
ly. 


Reaction to the report Friday 
by reporter Marlene Freedm an 
•ranged from praise to hints that 
she and others could be prose­ 
cuted for conspiracy under fed­ 
eral law. 
Miss Freedm an, m asquerad­ 
ing as an unwed, unemployed 
m other deserted by her bread- 
w inning boyfriend, got $64 
worth of federal food stam ps 
after about 20 minutes perform ­ 
ing in the offices of the county’s 
public social services depart­ 
ment. 


The perform ance was an ex­ 
perim ent to test reported laxity 
in adm inistering the food stam p 
program . 
Supervisor Arnold M. Bap­ 
tiste, reacting today to the sto­ 
ry, said anyone who falsifies 
records should be prosecuted, 
whether a reporter or not. He 
said he will bring the m atter up 
at tomorrow’s board meeting to 
“ review what occurred and ex­ 
isting procedures” to check eli­ 
gibility. 
H iring m ore in v estig ato rs 
might be “ spending $100,000 to 
lop off $20,000 m isspent,” he 
said. 
Donald Sanford, assistant di­ 
rector of the county depart­ 
m ent, said that only a sm all 


num ber of food stam ps recipi­ 
ents are checked to see if their 
applications are truthful. 


Sanford, who has declined to 
discuss the m atter on the coun­ 
ty counsel’s advice, said he has 
referred it as well to state and 
federal officials, including the 
office of the inspector general 


in the U.S. D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture’s regional office in San 
Francisco. Federal and state 
officials could not be reached 
for comment. 


Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr. took a softer stance, saying 
there was no easy answer to 
cheating in the program since 


detailed information never has 
been presented to the board. 


A rrigoni said the county 
should be given more power to 
set eligibility standards for re­ 
cipients and that income tax 
returns be checked to establish 
eligibility. 


Supervisors Louis H. B aar 
and Michael Wornum could not 
be reached. 


Dist. Atty. Bruce B. Bales 
said his office was researching 
the case, and added that it 
could be turned over to the U.S. 
attorney’s office for possible 
prosecution under federal law.

Tanzanian 
Invaders 
'Routed' 


KAMPALA. Uganda (U P D - 
Uganda said today it had rout­ 
ed an invading force of 1,500- 
Ugandan exiles from Tanzania 
and that its bombers had struck 
at their base in the neighboring 
country. 


A D ar-E s-Salaam dispatch 
said one of two planes believed 
to be Ugandan hit the Tanzani­ 
an town of Bukova on Lake 
Victoria 20 miles south of the 
Uganda border and that uncon­ 
firmed reports said four per­ 
sons were killed. 


A m ilitary spokesm an in 
Kampala said Ugandan tanks, 
infantry and paratroopers, sup­ 
ported by its small air force 
and navy, had retaken three 
towns overrun by the invaders 
Sunday night and driven the 
attackers off from the adminis­ 
trative center of M barara, 160 
miles southwest of here. 
He said casualty figures by 
mid-day were 200 enemy troops 
killed, including three identified 
as Israelis, with nine Ugandan 
soldiers killed. 
In Dar-Es-Salaam, the capital 
of Tanzania, an arm y source 
said 1,000 troops had been 
moved to the Ugandan border 
with instructions not to provoke 
any incidents or cross into 
Uganda. 


The Ugandan spokesman said 
air force planes had bombed 
enemy positions in the north­ 
west Tanzanian town of Buko- 
ba, 20 miles south of the Ugan­ 
da border on the shores of Lake 
Victoria. 
All 
planes had re 
U&ucd safely, be said. 
Ugandan President Idi Amin, 
in his first public comment 
today on the fighting, said B rit­ 
ain was planning to send troops 
to Uganda to fight alongside the 
estim ated 1,500 invaders who he 
said crossed the border from 
Tanzania early Sunday. 
The Foreign Office in Ixmdon 
denied the charge. 
Radio Uganda, which broad­ 
cast the president’s statem ent, 
today said the invaders had 
been identified as Ugandan ex­ 
iles who fled the country when 
Amin deposed Milton Obote as 
president 20 months ago. 
Previously the radio said the 
attackers were Tanzanians. 
The radio said one of the 
m ain goals of the invasion was 
to halt the expulsion of Asians 
from Uganda. But a govern­ 
m ent spokesman said the exiled 
group, 
the 
first of 
which 
reached Britain today, were 
going ahead as scheduled. 
The Ugandan announcement 
said: “ The enemy troops who 
are on the retreat have been 
surrounded by the air and sea­ 
borne and Simba (Lion) battal­ 
ions.” The Simba battalion is 
based at M barara. 
Uganda’s claim of a Tanzani­ 
an invasion is the latest round 
of the dispute which began 
when Idi Amin, a Uganda m a­ 
jor general, overthrew Obote in 
January-, 1971, while Obote was 
out of the country. Obote re­ 
turned to neighboring Tanzania 
and there has been a war of 
words for 20 months. 
Many of Obote’s supporters 
also fled to Tanzania and there 
have been rep eated charges 
that Tanzania was preparing 
some sort of m ilitary action 
against Amin. There were nu­ 
merous minor border clashes, 
and a new blowup last month 
when Aman claimed that all of 
Lake Victoria rightly belonged 
to Uganda; Tanzania had al­ 
ways claimed part of the lake. 
Tanzania has an air force of 
about 500 men—but no planes. 
Uganda has an airforce of 600 
men and 21 combat aircraft, 
including seven MIG15s and 
MIG17s. T anzania has som e 
C hinese 
m edium and light 
tanks and Soviet and Chinese 
field artillery; Uganda has Bri­ 
tish medium tanks, scout cars 
and arm o red personnel c a r­ 
riers. Tanzania’s total arm ed 
force is reported at 11,100 and 
Uganda at 12,600. 
Tanzania, which includes the 
island of Zanzibar, lies on the 
East coast of Africa. To the 
north across Lake Victoria lies 
the much sm aller, landlocked 
nation of Uganda. They have a 
narrow frontier west of the lake 
although Kenya and the tiny 
state of Rwanda separate most 
of the two countries. 
The towns reported recap­ 
tured were Kyotera and Kalisi- 
zo, both of which lie south of 
M asaka, 80 m iles west of here. 


Nixon Steps Up War 
Against Narcotics 


Stops Aid To Countries 


Protecting Traffickers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Terming the battle 
against drug abuse “one of the most urgent 
national priorities,” President Nixon said today he 
would suspend all U.S. assistance to nations whose 
leaders protect narcotics traffickers. 


In an address to the Interna- 
tional Narcotics Control Confer­ 
ence at the State Department, 
Nixon ticked off steps his ad­ 
ministration had taken to crack 
down on drug peddlers. 
He said more federally fund­ 
ed drug treatm ent facilities had 
been created in his adm inistra­ 
tion than in the 50 previous 
years, with help now available 
to 100.000 heroin addicts a year. 
This will be increased to a 
million per year if Congress 
approves his requests for funds, 
he said. 
The num ber of arrests of 
drug traffickers doubled last 
year over the previous year, 
and recent sharp increases in 
heroin prices furnish evidence 
of the effectiveness of the 
crackdown. Nixon said. 
Nixon 
claim ed 
to 
have 


“ knocked som e b u reau cratic 
heads together” to cut through 
red tape and eliminate intera­ 
gency rivalries, and pledged: 
“ We are going to keep the 
heat on until these despicable 
profiteers in human misery are 
driven out of their hiding places 
and are put in prison where 
they belong.” 
Nixon’s declaration that he 
would cut off both economic 
and m ilitary assistance to coun­ 
tries not cooperating in the 
campaign against drug traffic 
was the latest in a long series 
of steps he has announced in 
this area since taking office. It 
also appeared to be at least 
partially a response to Sen. 
George S. McGovern. 
McGovern, noting that Nixon 
was appearing before the nar­ 


cotics control meeting, accused 
the President of turning his 
head to heavy drug trafficking 
from Southeast Asia. 
“ One-quarter to one-third of 
the heroin entering the United 
States comes from Southeast 
Asia,” the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee said Sunday. 
“ ...The reason that Richard 
Nixon has been unable to pre­ 
vent this is that our allies in 
Laos, Thailand and South Viet­ 
nam are involved in the narcot­ 
ics trade. The administration 
does not crack down on them 
because it needs air bases in 
Thailand, Lao m ercenaries and 
Vietnamese soldiers to fight its 
w ar.” 
In his speech, Nixon said: 
“ The men and women who op­ 
erate the global heroin trade 
are a menace not to Americans 
alone, but to all mankind. 
“ These people are literally 
the slave traders of our time— 
they are traffickers in living 
death. They must be hunted to 
the end of the earth. They must 
be left no base in any nation for 
their operations. 
“ They must be perm itted not 
a single hiding place or refuge 
from justice anywhere in the 
world.” 


Expense Of Lawmakers: 
$2 Million So Far In '72 


SACRAMENTO (UPD — Sala­ 
ries and personal expenses of 
state legislators have cost Cali­ 
fornia taxpayers $2 million so 
far this year, records of Con­ 
tro lle r H ouston I. F lournoy 
showed today. 


Of that, roughly $1.5 million 
was for salaries and the re­ 
m aining approxim ately half 
million dollars went for person­ 
al expenses of legislators. 


The lawm akers are now on 
vacation and will return Nov. 8, 
but during the first eight 
months of 1972, the typical as­ 
semblyman and senators re­ 
ceived about $18,500. 
Legislator’s base pay to date 
is $12,800. Anything over that is 
expense money to date. 
A ssem blym an W illiam T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, was list­ 
ed in the salary and expense 
records of Flournoy as the Leg­ 
islature’s biggest spender at 
$21,324. A ssem blym an Floyd 
Wakefield, R-South Gate, was 
recorded as the smallest of the 
full-term lawm akers at $17,115. 
Senator Peter H. Behr, R-San 
Rafael, occupied middle ground 
between Sen. Jam es D. Mills, 
D-San Diego, with $20,116 in 
salary and expenses and least 
expensive Sen. H. L. Richard­ 
son, R-Arcadia, at $17,200. 
C alifornia law m akers are 


paid $19,200 a year in salaries, 
the highest in the nation. Addi­ 
tionally. they receive $30 a day, 
tax free, for expenses while the 
Legislature is in session or 
while they are on official busi­ 
ness. 
They also are entitled to late 
model automobiles leased by 
the state, rent-free officespace, 
an office staff and unlimited 
use of oil company credit cards. 
The records show that from 
January through August, the 80-, 
m em ber Assembly spent $1.31 
million for salary and expenses 
while the 40-member Senate 
spent $723,368. 
The virtually year-round 1971 
session cost $3.4 million for 
law m aker salaries and expen­ 
ses. 
Officially authorized travel, 
approved by Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti, D-Van Nuys, and, 
the Senate Rules Committee, 
accounted for a m ajor share of 
the total. 
For example, Bagley, chair­ 
m an of the Assembly Welfare 
Committee and a close friend of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
Undersecretary John Veneman, 
m ade three trips to Washing­ 
ton. one to Salem, Ore., and 
another to Denver. 
Bagley’s travels involved dis­ 
cussions with federal and state 
officials on welfare, taxes and 


school finance, the controller’s 
records showed. 
Unlike the Assembly, the rea­ 
sons for Senate travel authori­ 
zations are not detailed for the 
state controller. They are ap­ 
proved by the Senate Rules 
Committee which does not spec­ 
ify a reason for the trip. 
M em bers of a com m ittee 
looking into the feasibility of 
constructing a new state Capi­ 
tol last month traveled to Al­ 
bany, N.Y., to examine a new 
state building complex there. 
In Jan u ary , A ssem blym an 
P aul Priolo, R -Pacific P a li­ 
sades, chairm an of the Land 
Use Committee, and Assembly­ 
m an Charles W arren, D-Los 
Angeles, chairm an of the As­ 
sembly Judiciary Committee, 
went to Hawaii to discuss land 
use law and planning with Ha­ 
waii officials. 
In February, Assemblymen 
Eugene Chappie, R-Cool, New­ 
ton Russell, R-Tujunga, Ernest 
Mobley, R-Sanger, and Kent 
Stacey, R-Bakersfield, visited 
F t. Bliss, Tex., and the New 
Orleans Naval Station on a trip 
“ relating to enlistment prac­ 
tices in the National Guard.” 
Ryan traveled to Washington 
in April “to meet with various 
congressional leaders regarding 
busing and other m atters af­ 
fecting this legislature.”

Lissan AL-Hal, commenting 
on the afterm ath of the 36-hour 
Israeli incursion into Lebanon, 
said the government had not 
Issued a final casualty toll be­ 
cause reports of dead and in­ 
jured were still arriving in the 
capital. 
One official quoted by the 
new spaper said more than 70 
villages and towns in the south 
have rem ained without water 
supplies since S aturday be­ 
cause the Israelis blew up the 


w ater treatm ent station at Tai- 
beh. 
The Taibeh treatm ent plant, 
which cost $,334,000, was inaugu­ 
rated only a few weeks ago. 
W ater tanker trucks have beer 
carrying w ater to the affected 
areas. 
The newspaper published the 
names of scores of civilian cas­ 
ualties. 
Shortly after Israeli armored 
columns withdrew from Leba­ 
non Sunday in tim e for the 
sundown start of the holy day of 
atonem ent, m ilitary sources 


said, gunners in nearby Syria 
opened fire with m ortars on the 
Israeli-held Golan Heights. 


Israeli artillerymen answered 
with a barrage at the m ortal 
positions in Syria, the source 
said, and there were no reports 
of dam age or casualties in the 9 
p.m. exchange.

Aid Bill Passes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee tday voted $4.2 billion for 
the overall foreign assistance 
program for the current year, 
although some doubt remained 
that the Senate would approve 
a sizable portion of it. 
The total is $1 billion more 
than appropriated for similar 
programs last year, but close to 
$1 billion less than had been 
asked by the administration for 
the current fiscal year, which 
began July 1. 
The money bill would provide 
nearly $1.2 billion for economic 
assistance programs, close to 
$2 billion for military aid, mili­ 
tary budgetary support and 
military credit sales abroad, 
and more than $1 billion for 
such other programs as the 
Peace Corps, Cuban refugee 
relief, Bangladesh and Soviet 
refugee assistance, Inter-Amer­ 
ican Bank, and the Internation­ 
al Development Association. 


Three Divers Die 


MARIANNA, Fla. (UPI) - 
The bodies of three members of 
a Georgia diving club were 
recovered yesterday from an 
underground cavern where they 
had drowned while exploring 
the murky depths of an under­ 
ground stream. 
A spokesman for the Jackson 
County sheriff's office said 
three other divers, two women 
and a man, went down into 
Blue Springs Mill Pond Satur­ 
day and returned safely. They 
notified authorities when the 
first group failed to surface. 
The sheriff’s office speculated 
that one of the divers may have 
become lost and the other two 
went looking for him and 
drowned. 
The victims were identified 
as Bill Allford, 24, Ellerslie, 
Ga.; Larry Auger, 31, Colum­ 
bus, Ga., and George Brown, 
24, a student at Auburn Univer­ 
sity, Auburn, Ala. 


Lawmaker Killed 


NEPTUNE, N.J. (UPI) - 
State Assemblyman Silvio J. 
Failla apparently was shot and 
killed Saturday night during a 
struggle with a holdupman, po­ 
lice said yesterday. 
Failla, 62, was found on a 
street in this resort community 
semi-conscious but unable to 
talk. He had been shot seven 
times. Police said an expensive 
watch and a wallet containing 
“ a fairly large sum of money” 
were missing. 
Failla was pronounced ead 
on arrival at the New Jersey 
Shore Medical Center. An au­ 
topsy revealed he had been shot 
twice in the head and five times 
in the left side, apparently with 
a handgun. 
Police said he was returning 
to his summer home in Spring 
Lake from a day of golfing in 
northern New Jersey and ap­ 
parently had stopped for a 
drink here before he was shot 
walking the one block to his 
car.

Ryan was the first congress­ 
man to vote against funds for 
the Vietnam War. Throughout 
his career, he was considered 
one of the most liberal mem­ 
bers of the House. 
Ryan was exhausted by the 
recent Democratic prim ary 
campaign, in which he defeated 
Congresswoman Bella Abzug in 
a race made necessary by reap­ 
portionment. Doctors said sur­ 
gery he underwent in July for a 
perforated ulcer further weak­ 
ened him. making him vulnera­ 
ble to a recurrence of the throat 
cancer for which he underwent 
surgery in 1970. 


Bobby Returns 


NEW YORK (UPD — Bobby 
Fischer, first American to win 
the world chess championship, 
flew home last night from Ice­ 
land looking rested and happy. 
Rischer, wearing a plaid 
sum m erweight suit, walked 
briskly from the Icelandic jet to 
a limousine sent by Mayor John 
V. Lindsay. 
To newsmen who shouted 
questions at him during the 
brisk 300-yard walk, Fischer 
said, “It’s great to be back in 
A m erica.” Asked what his 
plans are, he replied. ‘‘I’m 
going to sleep.” Asked where, 
he said, ‘‘In a bed.” 
Carrying a dog-eared wreath 
which was awarded him at the 
championship chess m atch, 
Fischer said he doesn’t know 
whether he will attend the 
Chess Olympiad which starts 
Monday in Skopje, Yugoslavia. 


Deadly Marksmen 


BELFAST (UPI) — British 
army officers said today the 
outlawed Irish Republican Ar­ 
my (IRA) is using a new breed 
of

marksmen against troops in 
Northern Ireland. 
“ Make no mistake,” an army 


spokesman said, “these men 
are just plain murderers. But 
as snipers they are top men, in 
a class by themselves. They 
have training, but good.” 
He spoke after nearly a week 
of attacks in which snipers in 
B elfast 
and L ondonderry 
brought down a British soldier 
with nearly every shot from 
their high-velocity rifles. 
He said the snipers were 
known to have U.S. Armalite 
rifles and at least two other 
kinds used by British troops. 
One, the “303,” has an accura­ 
cy range of up to 1,000 yards, 
he said. 


Valuable Art Found 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Work­ 
ing on an anonymous tip, city 
detectives, railroad police and 
FBI agents opened a baggage 
locker in Grand Central Station 
Sunday and recovered $150,000 
to $200,000 in stolen art works. 


The 33 prints, four books and 
a woodcut were found in the 
locker. Although an inventory 
had not been completed, police 
said they included works by 
Toulouse-Lautrec, Picasso and 
the Norwegian im pressionist 
Edvard Munch. 


According to members of the 
city police art squad, the works 
had been stolen from “ major 
institutions” in the city, includ­ 
ing the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, the Museum of Modem Art 
and the New York Public Li­ 
brary, and museums in other 
parts of the country. 
Police said the art works 
probably would have been 
smuggled to Europe or Latin 
America and sold to private 
collectors.

Saigon Marines Take Another 
Key Sector; Reds In New Attack 


TOKYO (U P I)-N orth Viet­ 
nam Sunday released three 
American prisoners of war to 
their waiting relatives and a 
U.S. peace group in Hanoi, the 
C om m unist V ietnam News 
Agency (VNA) said. 


The VNA dispatch, monitored 
in Tokyo, said “a moving mo­ 
ment followed” when two of the 
three men—all pilots—were re­ 
united with members of their 
families in the downtown cere­ 
mony. 


The report said the prisoners 
“joyfully greeted” peace com­ 
mittee members David Dellin­ 
ger, Mrs. Cora Weiss, Prince­ 
ton University Prof. Richard 
Falk and The Rev. William 
Sloane Coffin Jr. of Yale Uni­ 
versity. 


The three men, all pilots, 
were Navy Lt. (j.g.) Markham 
L. Gartley of Dunedin, Fla., 
captured Aug. 17, 1969; Navy 
Lt. Norris Alphonzo Charles of 
San Diego, Calif., captured 


Dec. 30, 1971, and Air Force 
Maj. Edward Knight Elias, of 
Valdosta, Ga., captured April 
20. 


Charles’ wife and Gartley’s 
mother accompanied the peace 
group, called “The Committee 
of Liaison with the Families of 
American Servicemen Detained 
in North Vietnam,” to Hanoi to 
meet the prisoners. 
VNA said that after the cere­ 
mony the pilots, ‘‘their families 
and the peace group drove to 
the hotel reserved for them.” A 
Columbia Broadcasting System 
(CBS) radio report from Hanoi 
said the pilots and the visiting 
American group were expected 
to take “some tours of dam­ 
aged areas” before returning to 
the United States. 
It was not known what route 
the group would take out of 
Hanoi, but it was considered 
likely they would fly to Moscow 
on the Soviet Aeroflot airline 
next Saturday through Vien­ 
tiane, Laos. 


SAIGON (UPI>-South Viet­ 
namese marines today secured 
another key sector near the 
Citadel at reoccupied Quang Tri 
City, prepared to push further 
north and said Communist re­ 
sistance was at its lowest point 
in nearly three months. 
But other Communist troops 
launched a wave of attacks 
against strategic government 
outposts along the central coast 
and co rresp o n d en ts w ere 
warned it was not advisable to 
try to reach the area. 
U.bs. warplanes stayed well 


away from the Hanoi area Sun­ 
day because of the release cere­ 
mony for three American war 
prisoners but flew 330 bombing 
strikes elsewhere across North 
Vietnam, the U.S. command 
said. One American jet was 
shot down by a surfaceto-air 
(SAM) missile and the two 
crewmen were listed as miss­ 
ing. 


In a delayed report, the U.S. 
Command also disclosed the 
loss Sept. 12 of an Air Force F4 
Phantom jet to a North Viet­ 


namese MIG and said both 
crewmembers are missing. An 
American crew downed a MIG 
over the North Saturday. 


South Vietnam ese m ilitary 
spokesmen said today govern­ 
ment paratroopers had pushed 
across the Thach Han River 
north of Quang Tn City, 435 
miles north of Saigon, in their 
northernmost drive since the 
Communists seized control of 
the province May 1. Govern­ 
ment marines recaptured the 
city’s fortress Citadel Friday.

Soviet Union's Cheap Manpower 
Makes Weapons Buying Easier 


Russia can more easily put money into 
weapons than the United States. The 
reason: Because of higher pay, it costs 
the United States twice as much to keep 
approximately the same number of men 
under arms. Military manpower costs 
amount to 57 per cent of the U.S. defense- 
budget; in the Soviet Union, only 29 per 
cent. 


RUSSIANS WANT TO CUT DEFENSE

ground Russian press, recently attacked 
the Soviet “military-industrial complex,” 
saying:

In the United States the comparable 
figure is 12 per cent. 


ECONOMIC LIGHTS CONTINUE 
GREEN. Figures for the gross national 
product are better than preliminary re­ 
ports indicated. Real growth in the GNP 
is a very strong 9.4 per cent for the 
second quarter, the highest quarterly 
growth rate in seven years. 
Most leading economic indicators have 
been moving up for well over a year.

growth in the coming months. 


INFLATION HERE AND ABROAD. 
Control of inflation is better in the United 
States than elsewhere. Inflation is waning 
in the United States; it is rising in most 
other industrial countries. 
The rate of increase in the United 
States is down from 5.9 per cent in 1970 to 
around 3 per cent today. The rate of 
inflation is 5.5 per cent in Belgium, 8 per 
cent in the Netherlands. In Britain, 
Japan and Canada, inflational pressures 
are a growing concern. 


UNITED STATES MUST EXPORT 


MORE. Export sales are going up slight­ 
ly, but not enough to come near to 
redressing the adverse balance of trade. 
Experts say it will take two years before 
currency adjustments will correct the 
overall U.S. payments imbalance. 


MORE TRADE WITH COMMUNISTS 
SOUGHT. Look for Congress next year to 
wipe out almost entirely longstanding 
restrictions on trade with China, Russia 
and other Communist countries.

“So few of us seem to have it that I 
onder why they don’t call it uncommon 


opinion polls, and the raw figures of the 
registration drive itself offer no firm 
answer because contests at different 
levels in the current campaign cut back 
and forth across party, age and ideologi­ 
cal lines. 


At the top, the native Californian in the 
White House leads George McGovern by 
eight percentage points, according to the 
latest statewide California poll conducted 
by Mervin D. Field. That is a wider 
margin than the ones by which Mr. Nixon 
carried the state against John Kennedy 
in 1960 and Hubert Humphrey in 1968, 
and is possible only because about a 
fourth of all the Democrats queried are 
ready at this point to cross over to 
support the President. 


But that Nixon lead does not carry over 
to Republican candidates at lower levels, 
especially those running for Congress. 
Right now there are 20 Democrats and 18 
Republicans in Congress from California. 
Reapportionment taking effect next year 
will add another five, making a total of 
43. The California poll indicates that at 
this stage of the campaign there is 
virtually no pull atall to the presidential 
coattails, and the Democratic crossover 
that provides Mr. Nixon his margin in 
the survey disappears when voters are 
asked their preferences for Congress. 
In fact, the eight-point bulge over 
McGovern is one that gives the Republi­ 
cans concern and the Democrats what 
would seem unfounded optimism, based 
on those figures alone. Both sides con­ 
cede that the McGovern campaign has 
only one way to go, which is up—and he 
needs to gain only about five points to 
take the projected lead. Beyond that, 
there is the American Party presidential 
candidacy of Rep. John G. Schmitz of 
Orange County, which will siphon away 
some of the President’s normal backing 
in conservative precincts of Southern 
California. 


THE REPUBLICANS realize that polls 
taken so far cannot account for the final 
upswing in young voter registration that 
is taking place with the return of students 
to campus. National polls indicating that 
the mass of young voters favors Mr. 
Nixon over McGovern do not apply in the 
same proportions to college students, 
especially those on the volatile California 
campuses. 
In addition, broadly based opinion polls 
do not measure the intensity of voter 
interest, which brings a higher percen­ 
tage of one group than another to the 
ballot box. McGovern’s success against 
predictions in the primaries was credited 
heavily in this phenomenon. And to 
sharpen that intensity in November, a 
series of ballot propositions will insure 
the turnout of highly motivated groups 
whose special interests are at issue. 
One of those propositions would relax 
laws on possession of marijuana. Another 
would force through a coastline conserva­ 
tion measure which has been turned 
down by the Legislature. Still another is 
a farm labor proposition opposed furious­ 
ly by Cesar Chavez and his United Farm 
Workers, which is overwhelmingly Mexi- 
can-American. 
All that is why Mr. Nixon and his 
colleagues—such as Robert Finch, who is 
flying back and forth from Washington to 
look out for his interests—can take little 
solace at the early eight-point span 
shown by the public opinion polls. They 
get the willies in a particularly virulent 
form when they see the registration 
potential still being tapped along Berke

To Buy Open Space 


Hair-Raiser For Bus 
Commuters This Week

A bold experiment to free commuter 
buses from congestion on the Waldo 
Grade will start this week. 
Northbound evening buses will shunt 
through a gap in the median barrier to a 
southbound lane at the base of the grade 
— a vision bound to raise the hair of 
southbound drivers used to the separation 
of freeway traffic. 
Assuming tests are successful this 
week with empty buses, passenger-carry­ 
ing buses will start making the express 
run next Monday, whipping commuters 
around alm ost four m iles of frozen 
congestion. 
It is a good concept — the first of its 
kind in the nation — and we hope it does 
not earn black marks because details go 
awry. Some Golden Gate Bridge District 
officials are concerned especially about 
the difficulty of merging buses into regu­ 
lar traffic at the Richardson Bay Bridge. 
The merger distance is short, and per­ 
haps would work better if the buses had 
their own northbound lane so other traffic 
instead could merge into the bus lane. 


IT HARDLY seems possible, but we 
were assured that the California Highway 
Patrol never was consulted during plan­ 
ning for the experiment. 
District officials coordinated planning 
with the state Division of Highways, but 
the Highway Patrol reportedly was not 
even informed of the experiment until 
two weeks ago. The Highway Patrol, 
although its expertise in handling traffic 
was ignored, now will be stuck with 
helping someone else’s creation work. 


Bridge officials are struggling to speed 
the placement of the army of plastic 
tubes and cones used to mark off the 
reserved southbound lane. District crews 
have to insert — and later remove — 483 
tubes and 59 cones every weekday. So 
far, they have gotten it down to an hour 
and three-quarters for each trip out with 
the tubes and cones. 
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If the system succeeds, it probably will 
be extended late this year to morning 
commuter buses. 


WE REPORTED last week that the 
Republican National Committee had dug 
up a Dem ocrat in Sen. George S. 
McGovern’s hometown of Mitchell, S.D., 
who is considering voting for Nixon. 


A Mitchell source, however, reports the 
maverick Democrat, Jake Martin, 72, 
has been angry at McGovern ever since 
Jake’s brother-in-law failed to win ap­ 
pointment as the town’s postmaster. One 
man’s peevishness hardly makes a na­ 
tional trend. 


SPECULATION is afoot that if Beth 
Rowen is appointed county supervisor 
this would affect the candidacy of Barba­ 
ra Boxer, but opinion is split on how. 
Some say it would hurt Mrs. Boxer 
because voters would be less inclined to 
put a second woman on the board. The 
contrary view is that Boxer would be 
boosted as a stronger liberal counterbal­ 
ance to Rowen. 


Take your pick. With Rowen calling the 
Boxer campaign the “Boxer Rebellion,” 
you can smell the fireworks if both get on 
the board.

the creation of attractive and unique 
business districts to bring new consumers 
into towns; 


the development of new educational 
projects; 


the interaction of community groups to 
find office space which fits their needs: 
and the preservation of viable open 
space. 


Open space is as much a part of our 
heritage as any building, and it is disap­ 
pearing in much the same fashiou as our 
fine old landmarks. Parcel by parcel, 
building by building, our natural and 
man-made heritage are going down the 
drain as we indiscriminately scrape off 
the land to cover it with private develop­ 
ment. 


This kind of progress does not even 
make good economic sense.

THE SMSG played a large role in 
romulgating the “New Math’’ which 
ow is part of school curriculum s 
iroughout the country. A new generation 
f students can thank the group for 
iding their understanding of a subject 
sually regarded as “difficult.” 
The trick was turned partly by inject- 
ig more of the “why” of mathematics 
ito early training in place of rote and 
rill. A grounding in theory offered a

better understanding of the numerical 
relationships mathematics describes. 
But some of the early efforts in the 
New Math leaned too far towards theory, 
some of the pioneers now concede. As 
curriculums made greater use of materi­ 
als that discussed “set theory” and other 
concepts, educators discovered taht in 
some schools students were not learning 
the basic computational skills that they 
would need later in life for, say, filling 
out their income tax forms. 


TO THE CREDIT of the educators, 
they struck a balance between the new 
“why” and the old “how” of mathemat­ 
ics. As a result, most school youngsters 
today probably are better grounded in 
mathematics than were the school young­ 
sters of 20 years ago. They have some 
understanding of such abstractions as 
points in space and they also can make 
change from a dollar bill if the need 
arises. 
There may be a broader lesson to be 
learned in the New Math experience by 
those same political officials we were 
talking about earlier. We seem to hear a 
lot of ideas these days that are expressed 
in abstract terms —- about income redis­ 
tribution, tax reform and the like. This is 
an era of social ferment, of course, and 
theories and abstractions are the parents 
of substantive change. 
But somewhere along the line, we all 
will have to learn the lesson the mathe­ 
maticians learned. Questions of “why” 
improve interest and understanding of a 
subject, but it has not been fully grasped 
until there is also a concept of “how.” 
We would like to see a bit more discus­ 
sion of “how” in the programs politicans 
put forward this political year.

Excursions Into Psychohistory 
Lead Up Some Strange Trails 


Jam es David Barber is a 
"psychohistorian." 


\n d what, you may well ask, 
is “ psychohistory” ? What in 
the name of Clio, the muse of 
history, does a psychohistorian 
do? 
In Professor Barber’s case, 
he teaches political science at 
Yale and writes books with 
titles like "T he P resid en tial 
Character: Predicting Perform ­ 
ance in the White House." 


PROFESSOR BARBER is 
firmly convinced that a politi­ 
cian's "character, world view, 
and style fit together in a dy­ 
namic package understandable 
in psychological term s." The 
Barber scale is based on two 
sets of variables. A President is 
either “ active“ or “ passive,” 
positive” or “ negative” — or, 
of course, a combination of 
both. 
Thus Lyndon Johnson was an 
“ active” President (“ a human 
cyclone," P rofessor B arber 
writes with awe). Calvin Cool- 
idge, who slept 11 hours a night 
and then might take a nap in 
the afternoon for good measure, 
was — surprise! — a “ passive” 
President by the Barber indica­ 
tor. But — here it gets tricky 
President Johnson tests out as 
“ negative” as Coolidge with 
Barber. Meaning: Though he 
whirled like a Texas tornado, 
he got small pleasure from it. 
All of which leads a psycho­ 
historian to a definition of a 
“ passive-negative" 
President: 
“someone who does little in 
politics and enjoys it less." But 
lest the reader assume this to 
be B arber's dumping grounds 
for the very w orst, George 
Washington, he will have you 
know', was a "p assiv e-n eg a­ 
tive.” 


PROFESSOR BARBER has a 
num ber of shrewd things to 
say. For instance: “ A great 
deal of politics is about paying 
attention. The nam e of the 
gam e for many politicians is 
not so much ‘Do this, do that’ 
as it is Tx)ok here!" He may 
even be correct to argue: “A 
President’s fundamental self­ 
esteem is his prim e personal 
resource; to defend and ad­ 
vance that, he will sacrifice 
much else." 
As a parlor game, psychohis­ 
tory has its charms. But taken 
too seriously its categories can 
be bizarrely misleading. After 
all, what do George Washington 
and Calvin Coolidge — two 
“ passive-negatives" —- have in 
common? Furtherm ore, to as­ 
sume that one can predict per­ 
formance on the basis of these 
w orld-play diagnoses seem s 
downright dangerous. 
Psychohistory is hardly new. 
A World War II example has 
just surfaced, perhaps as a 
cautionary companion volume 
to B arber’s thesis. “ The Mind 
of H itler" was originally a se­ 
cret report, written in 1943 by a 
psychiatrist named W alter C. 
Langcr as an assignment for 
the Office of Strategic Services. 


DR. LANGER, like Professor 
Barber 
like all psychohistori- 
ans — was looking for the 
Open-Sesame key: “the things 
that make Hitler tick." Politi­ 
cians may not be predictable, 
but psychiatrists, alas, often 
are. Dr. lin g e r discovers, pre­ 
dictably, a harsh father, a pro­ 
tective mother, and the obliga­ 
to ry 
s e x u a l 
a b e r r a t i o n . 
Complexes — from Oedipa! to 
messiah — richly abound. 
How would Hitler score on 
the Barber scale? He was often 
“ passive" and “ negative." Ter­ 
rible working habits. Rarely on 
time. Spent his nights watching 
d o u b le -fe a tu re m o v ies and 
newsreels. 
He was a compulsive eater: 
first breakfast at 7, second at 9. 
His “ adjustment to people" was 
"v ery p o o r". F requently he 
was depressed, indecisive, and 
given to tem per tantrum s. (Dr. 
Langer believes he really rolled 
on the floor, really chewed car­ 
pets.) In addition, he was 
messy. 
Would you buy a used Volks­ 
wagen from this man? And yet 
ironically, tragically, he had 
what Professor Barber regards 
as the sine qua non of a suc­ 
cessful politician: the “ Power 
to persuade.” 


PSYCHOHISTORIANS are 
nothing if not pragmatic. 
Dr. Langer calls Hitler “ a 
neurotic psychopath bordering 
on schizophrenia." His sum m a­ 
ry is a staggering understate­ 
ment of clinical caution. Hitler, 
he writes, “lacks adequate inhi­ 
bitions." 
In the presence of the enormi­ 
ties of 20th-century history, 
what do the sophisticated labels 
of psychohistorians tell us that 
we don't shudderingly — know 
already? By their technical pre­ 
tentions, do they give us false 
hopes for simple solutions to 
problems of good and evil? 
These are questions with no 
sim ple answ ers them selves. 
But certainly diagnosers need 
their own diagnosis. 
A final question: Should ev­ 
eryone become a psychovoter 
in November, debating whether 
to vote for Nixon because a 
McGovern relative is rumored 
to have had a drinking prob­ 
lem?

Risky 
business, especially if one con­ 
siders that a psychohistorian 
would probably classify Abra­ 
ham Lincoln as a “depressive 
personality” today. 
“ Personality" is such a para­ 
lyzing term , with its implica­ 
tions of a pattern hardened 
fo rev er in early childhood. 
“ C haracter" still seems a more 
human, a more generous word 
— the word of philosophies, 
religions, and the best works of 
art. Character, according to 
one definition, is the sum total 
of a m an’s moral choices. A 
voter — even a psychohistorian 
can vote for that.

Chinese 
Turn To 
Petroleum 


PEKING (UPIV-Four years 
ago a few hundred petrochemi­ 
cal workers moved into two 
farming valleys at the base of 
scenic Cat Mountain, 50 kilome­ 
ters south of Peking, to build a 
model oil refinery. 
Today, from a maze of fuel 
pipes along the ridges, dozens 
of giant distilling and catalytic 
tanks and spotless pumping 
rooms, 2 .5 million tons of petro­ 
leum 
products 
are 
being 
produced annually. They range 
from heavy fuel oil to nonlead­ 
ed gasoline for the cars of the 
country. 
A few thousand yards away, 
goldfish swim in a pool of 
recycled water from the refin­ 
ery which now has 13,000 work­ 
ers and still is busy with new 
construction. The same purified 
water irrigates a small rice plot 
and feeds a pond for Peking 
ducks. 
It is not the largest oil refin­ 
ery in China but it is a show- 
place and Peng Shu-chen, one 
of the Army men who run the 
Peking Petrochem ical Plant, 
points to “guest apartments" 
under construction for v isitors. 
The oil refinery has been 
completed. Two sections of the 
chemical plant are done. Work 
is proceeding on another chemi­ 
cal plant, power stations, three 
de-pollution plants and living 
quarters for the workers, some 
of whom are the peasants who 
once fanned the valleys. 
Schools and stores are being 
built in the complex which 
spreads over more than 900 
acres, an “instant town” in the 
countryside. 
Peng says other refineries in 
the country are being modern­ 
ized with emphasis on recycling 
the water and other waste and 
ending the customary practice 
of dumping pollutants into the 
streams. 
“We do not want to harm the 
people’s health,” he says proud­ 
ly in taking visitors through the 
water recycling area of the 
plant. Water is separated from 
the refined oil, pumped into the 
large tanks of the recycling 
area and then, through three 
steps, is stripped of sulphur, oil 
and phenol. A series of flotation 
tanks is used, each removing 
globs of oil; chemicals are add­ 
ed and the water is filtered step 
by step. 
Peng says 600 tons of water 
are purified each hour. 
Experiments also are under­ 
way in a small laboratory on 
using the cleansed water for 
human consumption. 
One of the advantages of the 
purified water, Peng says, is

Q. I have read many opin­ 
ions that the market will 
reach 1000 this year or next. 
In your calculated opinion 
what do you see ahead for the 
stock market?—V.R.

outlook by businessmen. Fur­ 


ther. machine tool companies 


have reported sharp increases 


in orders — long considered a 
leading indicator of an upsurg­ 


ing economy. Although allow­ 


ances must be made for possi­ 
ble nearby, corrections, the 
outlook for the market is favor­ 


able. 
With this in view, the shorter- 
term investor may well consi­ 
der the advantages of cyclical 
rather than growth stocks at 
this time. The latter have been 
bid up over a period of years 
and are sporting P/E multiples 
that discount growth several 
years' out. On the other hand, 
cyelicals have been largely ig­ 
nored and carry multiples in 
the 10-to-20 area.

49ers' Excellent 
Showing In Opener 


The 49ers looked like the best team in pro 
football yesterday, but the way the San Diego 
Chargers played, there is the distinct possibility 
that they could have made the Buffalo Bills look 
like division winners. 
And Buffalo, home base of an American Foot­ 
ball Conference team that managed to win just 
one of 14 games last year, is where the Niners will 
be next Sunday. It should be a toughie (yawn). 


AS THE CURTAIN unfolded yesterday at Can­ 
dlestick Park, the 59,438 fans in attendance 
expected to see a display of offensive fireworks 
from both sides of the field. John Brodie and Gene 
Washington lit the fuse for San Francisco but the 
Chargers are still looking for some matches. 
“They played mistake free football,” 49er head 
coach Dick Nolan said of his men after the 34-3 
win. “Both our offense and defense got tougher as 
the game went along.” 
The biggest surprise to everyone was the 
amount of single coverage the Chargers gave to 
Washington. While San Diego's defense was 
putting double coverage on tight end Ted Kwalick 
Washington was getting just single watching. The 
plan was halfway successful. Kwalick came out 
with zero receptions. But Washington had eight 
catches, 140 yards and three touchdowns. 


THE THING THAT impressed me was that the 
49ers didn't turn to that boring game of three- 
runs-and-a-punt once they had built up that huge 
I lead which was 24-3 at half and 31-3 at the three- 
quarter mark. I had always believed that in the 
[ past the 49ers turned too conservative after 
gaining a fat lead and put too much pressure on 
their own defense because of it. Bnxlie, a man 
who had a very successful day of completing 11 
passes in 19 throws for 156 yards and three 
touchdowns, disagrees.

The San Anselmo Planning 
Commission will reconsider 
adopting a strict temporary ban 
on building, rezoning, and sub­ 
dividing when it meets at 8 
p.m. tonight.

Property In Old San Rafael 


Shows Slight Value Increase 


Fallen Jetliner 
Pulled From Bay 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPIL-A 
cargo jet that skidded off a 
runway during takeoff, was 
pulled from San Francisco Bay 
Sunday night and moved to a 
hangar for repair. 
The Boeing 707, owned by 
Trans World Airlines, broke in 
two when it careened into the 
mud and w’ater of the bay 
Wednesday with a load of per­ 
ishables aboard. The three 
crewmen escaped injury. 
Fuel had to be pumped from 
the craft and 87.000 pounds of 
cargo removed before two giant 
cranes lifted the front section 
back onto the runway. The 
main fuselage was put on a 
barge for transfer to land to­ 
day. 


Assessed valuation of com­ 
mercial property in old San 
Rafael rose only 3 per cent per 
year from 1968 through last 
fiscal year. Marin County As­ 
sessor Bert W. Broemmel re­ 
ported today. 
This compared with annual 
increase of 6.8 per cent for 
commercial property in Marin 
County as a whole, he said. 
Virtually all the commercial 
property in old San Rafael — 
the portion of the city soth of 
Puerto Suello Hill — is within 
the area proposed for redevel­ 
opment by the San Rafael City 
Council. 


• Old »San Rafael’s multiple res­ 
idential property — a majority 
of which also is within the 
proposed redevelopment area 
— rose in assessed valuation 
since 1968 at an average rate of 
5.9 per cent per year, compared 
with county-wide average for. 
such property of 8.7 per cent, 
Broemmel reported. Most of 
the apartment property is in 
the East San Rafael portion of 
the proposed redevelopm ent 
area. 
Some spots within the area 
proposed for redevelopm ent 
have been experiencing rapid 
increase in valuation through 


new construction, however. 
Broemmel cited a section 
around Jacoby Street in East 
San Rafael which increases 
from $934,000 four years ago to 
$1,534,000 last year. 


The assessor noted that the 
area proposed for redevelop­ 
ment is approximately 65 per 
cent commercial and .35 per 
cent multiple residential. He 
said it totals just under half of 
the city’s assessed valuation. 
The declining status of San 
Rafael’s 
downtowm-Francisco 
Boulevard commercial district 
is reflected in another statistic 
cited by Broemmel: In 1938 San 


Rafael, without counting North- 
gate, had 30 per cent of all 
commercial valuation in the 
county. Last year the percen­ 
tage was 26.5.

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WOMAN IN U.N. 


She W ill Wield 
A Strong Gavel

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
On a shelf near her desk, a 
book stands out among the oth­ 
er titles. “Technique de la Rev­ 
olution,” it is called, and one 
assum es it deals with the 
armed kind. Mrs. Jeanne Mar­ 
tin Cisse created a revolution of 
her own recently, disarmingly 
if you like. 


As the new permanent repre­ 
sentative to the U.N. from the 
Republic of Guinea, a post of 
ambassadorial rank, she be­ 
came the first woman to be her 
country 's resident representa­ 
tive on the Security Council. 
(Guinea began a two-year term 
in one of the 10 nonpermanent 
seats on the Security Council of 
Jan. 1 of this year.) 


Many women have served on 
U.N. delegations to the General 
Assembly. The Security Council 
presidency, however, is consid­ 
ered more political and gives 
scope for maneuvering possibil­ 
ities, depending upon accumu­ 
lated skill or talent for the job. 


INDICATIONS 
ARE 
that 
Mrs. Cisse will wield a strong 
gavel when her time comes to 
preside over the 15-nation Se­ 
curity Council, where the prin­ 
cipal of rotation governs. 
“She is a tough woman,” said 
one African. An observer who 
was present when she made her 
maiden speech on Aug. 10 be­ 
fore the Security Council, which 
met on the Bangladesh applica­ 
tion for UN membership, la­ 
beled Mrs. Cisse, “innocent, but 
that does not mean necessarily 
unintelligent.” 
Mrs. Cisse says she feels no 
qualms or terrors about being 
chairman of the Council. 
“It’s a great responsibility, 
but the 20th century is a great 
epoch for women,” she said 
with a confident sweep of her 
hand. “I have been vice-presi­ 
dent of the Guinean National 
Assembly for two years; I real­ 
ize the United Nations is a 
more important and difficult 
job.” 
Just before arriving in New 
York she completed a trip to 
Dar es-Salaam. Tanzania, for a 
celebration of the 10th anniver­ 
sary of the Conference of Afri­ 
can Women, of which she is 
secretary-general. The confer­ 
ence embraces all the women’s 
organizations of the Organiza­ 
tion of African Unity. 


ting up cooperatives, teaching 
midwifery from village to vil­ 
lage, and encouraging women 
to become educated. “ If oppor­ 
tunities are given to women 
who were denied them before, 
they can react more readily 
than men,” she said. 
Her presence here at the 
U.N., she believes, reflects her 
long experience first in regional 
w om an’s organizations, then 
national, and now continent 
wide. 
“ I think I will push behind 
the scenes; 
I have many 
ideas,” she said. 
“ Injustice was never accepta­ 
ble to me,” she emphasized in 
an interview. “I come from 
Kankan, up country, with some 
boundary with the Ivory Coast 
and not far from Mali. My 
mother is a mid-wife and my 
father is a doctor. He went to 
the federal school for West Afri­ 
cans in Dakar.” 


SHE IS PROUD of her Mal- 
inke background. Her ancestors 
ruled the great 13-th century 
Mali Empire, which at its apo­ 
gee could boast one of the most 
enlightened rulers of its day. Its 
ancient frontiers, which some 
say roughly approxim atethe 
French colonial administrative 
unit of the Republic of Mali, 
included part of Guinea, Sene­ 
gal, the Gambia, part of Niger, 
and a sliver of Upper Volta. 
“Since independence we are 
o rg an izin g along n o n trib al 
lines,” Mrs. Cisse said. Pride in 
her past and injustice in the not 
too distant past she recounts 
with a sweet ferocity: 
“ In colonial times there was 
only one federal school for eight 
or 12 African countries. If there 
were two children in a fmaily:6a 
boy and a girl, the boy would go 
to school. . . I was very lucky. 


“ALL ARE affiliated with the 
liberation movements of thier 
countries,” Mrs. Cisse said.” . . 
. the Guinean experience was 
examined, what we are doing 
and how we are doing it to push 
for our involvement in the eco­ 
nomic development of the coun­ 
try.” Three hundred women at­ 
tended. 
The Guinean experience, she 
further explained, involves set-

day,” she continued with a 
laugh.

As a student, Mrs. Cisse went 
to the federal school in Dakar, 
and then to the Ecole Normale 
for teacher training. This was 
in 1950-57. 
“ Educational opportunity, 
even if limited, was the most 
positive aspect of colonialism,” 
she said. “ It was good for 
building understanding and co­ 
operating . . . ” Returning home 
to Guinea/she began teaching; 
later she became head of a 
school. 
“ It was not easy; the power 
system was against us,” she 
recalled. “There were heavy 
sentences for political activity. 
I wasn’t afraid, only now' I 
realize how' dangerous it was. If 
I was late to school I would 
have to put in more work; they 
knew I was active.” She later 
founded the teachers union. 
In New York without most of 
her family for the moment (her 
. husband is governor of the Mali 
region of Guinea), she ex­ 
pressed her personal feelings 
toward her new post. Flashing 
a smile, she said, “Oui et Non.” 
and explained, “ If I have 
friends, yes, . . . but my apart­ 
ment is empty.”

Washington is watching very 
closely to see what retail stores 
do about lowering the price of 
beef, Virgi/iia Knauer, Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s special assistant 
for consumer affairs, told a 
Marin audience yesterday. 
“Carcass beef is at its lowest 
wholesale price in 10 months. 
Reductions in retail price are 
beginning to be apparent. We 
bear that reductions of 10 to 20 
cents a pound are in effect, but 
I'm not sure here locally,” she 
said. 
There are always seasonal 
fluctuations, she added. She 
said that President Nixon’s lim­ 
iting of import restrictions of 
meat affects only commercial 
beef — that “used for hamburg­ 
ers and hotdogs.” 


“WE‘RE EATING double the 
amount of meat that we did 20 
years ago, but it still takes two 
years to turn a calf into a 
steak. There are 13 per cent 
more cattle in feed lots now and 
we eel prices will stabilize. 
“Of course, pork rushes up 
and down,” she added. 
She said that (he Cost of 
Living Council’s telegram to 
retail chains to pass on reduc­ 
tions to the consumers last Feb­ 
ruary has helped, and that the 
telegram stated that if retailers 
didn’t bring meat prices down, 
the council “ would tie it in 
more closely with wholesale 
prices.” 


• Mrs. Knauer participated in 
the Consumer Education For­ 
um at the Marin Veterans Me­ 
morial Building in San Rafael 
sponsored by the Marin Repub­ 
lican Council. Dressed in red, 
white and blue, she came not to 
talk about the high cost of beef, 
but the track record of the 
A dm inistration on consum er 
problems. Saying that Congress 
has stalled President Nixon's 
recommendations on consumer 
legislation, she described ac­ 
tions of the Office of Consumer 
Affairs which she directs from 
Washington D.C. 
“ The President asked me to 
open up dialogue with business 
and industry on consumer prob­ 
lems, so we found a good short­ 
cut,” Mrs. Knauer said. Ford 
Motor Co.’s announcement last 
Monday of its new nationwide 
auto repair guarantee was an 
example. It was the first to he 
initiated on a national basis, 
she said. 


MRS. KNAUER and two oth- 


er panel speakers agreed that 
consumer education should be 
integrated 
into the public 
schools curriculum. One, John 
T. Kehoe, director of the Cali­ 
fornia Department of Consumer 
Affairs, recommended that con­ 
sumer education go into every 
public school grade. He also 
announced that problems of 
senior citizens were to receive 
nw emphasis by his state con­ 
sumer office. 
Joseph Barish of Belvedere, 
chairm an of the Governor’s 
Consumer Advisory Council, 
suggested that bringing in per­ 
sons from nearby financial in­ 
stitutions and large stores to 
discuss purchasing, credit and 
related 
m atters with high 
school students “for even a few 
hours” would be beneficial and 
cost the education budget not­ 
ing, which drew applause from 
the sparse audience. 


All speakers, including As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley 
and William D. Lee, director of 
the National Business Council 
for Consumer Affairs in Wash­ 
ington. D.C., stressed the need 
for general consumer educa­ 
tion. 
Joshua Thomas of the Marin 
County District Attorney’s of­ 
fice said that the office was 


opening a consumer fraud de­ 
partment. 


IN AN INTERVIEW Mrs. 
Knauer ticked off the three 
hottest topics on which people 
write letters to her office: auto­ 
mobile, credit and appliance 
problems. 
“When I first went to Wash­ 
ington I was hounded about 
appliances — the high costs and 
the breakdow ns,” she said. 
“Now it has dropped to number 
three.” 
She credited voluntary action 
by industry, which developed a 
complaint system of its own, 
for alleviating appliances as the 
top complaint to her office. 
Now people are annoyed 
about automobile servicing, 
complaining about the high cost 
of repairs, the time it takes and 
the unnecessary repairs made. 
“Anything about a car out­ 
rages people if it goes wrong,1n 
she said. 
Mrs. Knauer cited Califor­ 
nia’s new auto repair licensing 
law as an experiment drawing 
the eyes of the other 49 states to 
see if it has success here. 
“It may be the first step in 
that industry. Now if they don’t 
deliver, they could lose their 
license,” she said of auto repair 
firms in California.

Saving By Changing Habits 


Automobile owners can save 
$100 or more a year by chang­ 
ing some of their driving hab­ 
its. according to a newsletter 
for women motorists. 
Motoress Aid gives the follow­ 
ing advice to save; 
The easiest way to cut your 
gasoline cpsts is to aovid wast­ 
ing fuel. Here’s how; After 
starting the engine, don’t race 
it — that just pours gasoline 
into the carburetor and you get 
nothing in return. And. if the 
engine is cold, racing it before 
the oil has a chance to circulate 
freely causes excessive wear on 
engine parts — shortening their 
life considerably. 


ALSO, CONTRARY to the 
common opinion that it’s a good 
idea to warm up the engine for 
5 to 10 minutes before driving it 
during cold winter days — this 
is not a proper habit. An idling 
engine does very little work, 
wastes gasoline and can cause 
harmful corrosive condensa­ 
tion. Taking off slowly after 
starting the engine and driving 
at moderate speed for the first 
mile or two actually warms the 
engine faster and more prop­ 
erly. 
Always accelerate smoothly 
as if there was an egg between 
your foot and the gas pedal. 
This will help you save on 
gasoline and at the same time 
will help you reduce wear on 
your rear tires. It will also 
increase the life of your trans­ 
mission by preventing over­ 
heating of the transmission flu­ 
id — a serious condition.

Government Now Prepared 
For Bike Safety Standards

WASHINGTON — The federal government 
is preparing to issue safety standards for 
bicycles later this fall. 
The Bureau of Product Safety feels that 
such standards could reduce the rising toll of 
injuries and deaths attributed to bicycles. 
According to the National Safety Council, 
collisions between bikes and cars kill about 
850 people and injure 40,000 more each year. 
The U.S. Public Health Service puts the total 
number of bicycle injuries close __________ 
to 1 million a year. 
Most of the victims are 
youngsters, and most of the 
injuries involve high-rise vehi­ 
cles which have become popu­ 
lar in recent years. 
A 1970 study by the Safety 
Council showed that high-rise 
bikes are involved in more than 
half the accidents though such 
bikes account for less than half 
the bicycles in use. A govern­ 
ment survey of 166 bike injuries 
showed 92 involving high-rise 
vehicles and 42 involving stan­ 
dard ones.

certain amount of risk to the 
rider. Nobody expects to elimi­ 
nate accidents or injuries. The 
goal is merely to reduce some 
of the more obvious hazards 
which may increase the chance 
and severity of serious injury. 
The main areas of concern 
are the small front wheels, high 
handlebars and awkward place­ 
ment of certain equipment. The 
so-called “sissy bar,” which 
rises behind the seat, is criti­ 
cized for making it difficult for 
the rider to dismount rapidly in 
case of emergency. 
The samll front wheels and 
high handlebars make turning 
difficult for small children, who 
frequently have to handle vehi­ 
cles too large for them. Many 
parents buy a bike larger than 
a child can handle on the theory 
that he will grow into it and 
thus avoid an extra bike pur­ 
chase.

tistics and the criticism aimed 
at bike design. 
Manufacturers have developed 
a set of standards known as 
“ BMA/6.” Bicycles m eeting 
these standards bear labels in­ 
dicating so. 


BUT THE standards are vol­ 
untary and do not go very far. 
Among their requirements are 
reflectorized pedals, front and 
rear reflectors, gear shifts as 
far forward as possible and 
both wheels of the same diame­ 
ter. 
The Bureau of Product Safety 
plans to adopt these standards 
plus others. The others would 
ban the “sissy bar,” require 
lower seat posts, non-slip pe­ 
dals and side reflectors. Also 
under consideration is elimina­ 
tion of front-wheel hand brakes 
for the smallest youngsters. 
Government officials have ar­ 
ranged a meeting with manu­ 
facturers in October. Federal 
standards may be issued short­ 
ly afterward for comment by 
any interested persons. 
Neither government nor in­ 
dustry standards, however, can 
substitute for proper training 
and caution in the use of bicy­ 
cles. Parents can do much to 
reduce accidents and injuries 
by considering safety features 
when buying bikes and by help­ 
ing to train and educate young­ 
sters in the use of them. 
Some simply adjustments can 
eliminate some of the hazards 
on existing bicycles which do 
not meet present or proposed 
safety standards.

Silver Dollars 
Will Be Sold 
SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
The federal government will 
turn a nice profit, possibly as 
much as 400 per cent, on the 
sale of 2 9 million “cartwheel” 
dollars the U.S. Treasury didn’t 
know it had. 
The coins were minted in 
Carson City, Nev., from the 
famed Comstock lode between 
1878 and 1891, hut were never 
circulated. 
General Services Administra­ 
tion auditors found the coins in 
their original mint bags in a 
sub-basement of the U.S. Trea­ 
sury in Washington, DC., in 
1964.

Not on a federal scale! Even 
after the Congress authorized 
the first nationalpark at Yel­ 
lowstone on March 1, 1872, that 
was merely the first step. It 
took farsighted men like John 
Muir (bom April 21, 1838) to 
campaign for more protection, 
which meant keeping men and 
sheep from clipping the forest 
bare. So this year we thank 
those who began a federal park 
program 100 years ago that 
today gives us 38 national parks 
to enjoy. We can thank Ferdi­ 
nand Vandeveer Hayden (born 
Sept. 7. 1829) for leading the 
geological survey party in 1872 
which established the boundries 
of Yellowstone and enabled 
Congress to protect its wonders 
against encroachment. At the 
Grand Tetons today (Sept. 18) 
the Second World Conference 
on National Park begins.

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ART REVIEW 
Decisive Craftsmanship 
In Marin Faculty Show 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
Decisive craftsmanship and 
incisive attitudes are character­ 
istic of most of the work in the 
current Faculty Show at the 
College of Marin Fine Arts Gal­ 
lery. 
Introspection is the subject of 
B arrie McDowell’s pair of 
sculptures, the smaller a foot- 
long polished chrome object. 
And newcomer Eric Stoelting’s 
exquisite pencil drawing titled 
“ Mitral Valve Replacement” is 
a close-up section of open-heart 
surgery. 


This artist also has an ink 
drawing in a triangular frame 
of an anthropoid, showing the 
nine progressive stages de­ 
scribed in his title: “ Fear-an- 
ger Continuum, Stump-tail Ma­ 
caque.” 


Another new faculty member, 
Richard Wold, presents a print 
of a hyperactive, potentially 
violent youngster in “ Eric the 
F o o ” 


Introspection in the Renais­ 
sance visual sense is brought 
out in two oil paintings of his 
contemporaries by Bart Jones, 
while “The Hand of Buddha,” a 
painted terra cotta sculpture by 
Ross Curtis, turns eastward. 
And Gil W heat’s “ untitled” 
acrylic painting in soft pinks, 
browns and greys, with its 
scratchy surfaces and centrally 
clustered shape, is like an inte­ 
rior landscape with dream writ­ 
ing. 
Alton Raible’s “Self Portrait” 
drawing finds him ensconced in 
a crumpled and floating paper 
bag, and Martin Stoelzel’s me­ 
ticulous figure paintings carry 
judgmental connotations in his 
titles: “Cathedral of the Ab­ 
surd, P atron’s Main A ltar,” 
and “ White Cargo.” 


A bizarre situation is project­ 
ed by Alonso Gonzalez, who 
attaches a real zipper and mes­ 
sage tag to a model’s stomach, 
in his oil painting: “Painless 
Childbirth.” 
O th er thought-provoking 
works are several massive steel 
sculptures by Farhad Moezzi; 
“ Blood Boy” in bronze by Rick 
Hall; Allan Widenhofers stone­ 
ware “ Tree Fountain” ; Rich­ 
ard Miller’s ink drawing, “Be­ 
fore You Know It,” and Tron 
Byke’s circular “Path I.” 
Conceptual art is presented 
by Richard Marquis in the form 
of a graniteware coffee pot with 
conic sections marked off, and 
by Tom Meisenheimer in a 
graphic describing the process 
of human anatomical dissec­ 
tion. And photographer Ed 
Douglas improvises an unlikely 
happening between Smokey 
theBear and an old blue Ford.

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As many questions about Ma­ 
rin’s growth were raised as 
answered Saturday at a confer­ 
ence arranged by Marin Alter­ 
native at Dominican College in 
San Rafael. 
About 200 people attended the 
third annual conference which 
had as its theme: “ Growth —- 
Boom or Boomerang?” 
It was a mixture of Levis and 
backpacks, chic pantsuits and 
suits and ties; bicycles, motor­ 
ists and walkers. 
Five workshops discussed, 
but didn’t resolve,some pene­ 
trating questions. 
Can population growth be 
limited by law? What health 
serv ic es are a ffec te d by 
growth? How can the demand 
for open space be resolved 
along with the need for housing 
for all income groups? What 
should the priorities be for 
transportation needs of local 
and commute traffic? What are 
the implications of reclaiming 
and recycling waste water? 
Amid objections of vague­ 
ness, several resolutions were 
adopted for consideration by 
the steering committee of Ma­ 
rin Alternative. 
They included: that the Ma­ 
rin Transit District place top 
priority, on a free, public intra­ 
county transportation system; 
that all expansion of water and 
sewage systems be subjected to 
vote until a master plan is 
adopted and that a countywide 
health information and referral 
service be established. 
Dr. Donald Watson of Liver­ 
more, chairman of the Clean 
Air Coordinating Committee, 
luncheon speaker, outlined his 
group’s successful campaign to 
limit growth in the Livermore- 
Amador Valley. 
He said voters in the 100- 
square-mile area recently pass­ 
ed an initiative preventing the 
issuance of building permits for 
new subdivisions if they con­ 
tribute either to overcrowded 
schools, overburdened sewage 
facilities or water shortages. 
He advised the audience to 
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campaign for the inclusion of 
air quality as an environmental 
consideration in any general 
plan that is adopted. 
Dr. Jay Martin Anderson, a 
member of a two-year research 
project on the limits of growth 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, said all evidence 
indicates that on a global scale, 
the death rate will overtake the 
birth rate-sometime in the next 
century. 
Presenting slides of technical 
graphs, he said that even if 
pollution were to be controlled 
immediately and agricultural 
productivity substantially in­ 
creased that the long-range ef­ 
fects of pollution were already 
under way. 


“Up until a few years aog,” 
he said, “ I thought science and 
technology could solve all prob­ 
lems.” 


In response to questions, he 
said critical limitation of re­ 
sources could very well lead to 
international warfare. 
James S. Rummonds of Palo 
Alto, a member of the Presi­ 
dential Commission on Popula­ 
tion Growth and the American 
Future, urged the audience to 
bring their ecological argu­ 
ments to local regulatory agen­ 
cies. 
These agencies, he said, cit­ 
ing city councils, county boards 
of supervisors, zoning boards 
and special districts, in ess­ 
ence. control population poli­ 
cies. 


Saddles Stolen 


Saddles valued at $1,410 were 
taken between Sept. 12 and 17 
from riding stables at Fort 
Barry near Sausalito, Marie E. 
LeDonne, stable manager, re­ 
ported Friday to the sheriff's 
office. 
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He said the commission found 
that on the average, 50 to 80 per 
cent of the members of these 
agencies are landowners, devel­ 
opers, real estate agents or 
insurors, all with some kind of 
special interests in their deci­ 
sions. 


However, he added that Ma­ 
rin’s agencies don’t appear to 
come anywhere close to that 
high a percentage.
